It is not often that a health group points the wav 


in wjiich we can wipe out a disease, but the March 
of Dimes Foundation has had imusual success. This 
group were responsible for all but eradicating the 
dreaded polio. Now the\ are working on birth defects. 


As a side issue, this group urges that each of 


• us do our part to eradicate- a third disease. This 
is Rubella or German Measles. The reason for their 
concern is not onlv the disease itself but the fact 
that these statistics bring out. In the epidemic of 
German Measles in 1964:65. some .50.000 babies were 
either handicapped or destroyed. This includes about 
30.000 fetal deaths and 20.000 live-born babies who 
were born with blindness, deafness, heart defects and 
mental retardation. If the rubella vaccine is given 
the widest possible use. this source of congenital 
damage- can be eradicated.

have been administered in public programs. It is 
estimated that an additional 4 million doses have 
bee'n gi\ en bv private phvsidans. This represents about 
55 percent of the target population.

Larry Woodin, founder of the 


Pennsylvania State Laurel Fes-

tival, graduated from Towanda 
High School in 1922 and Mans- 
field Stste Normal School in 
1925 with a major in Music 
Education. 
His father, Wil- 


liam L. Woodin was one of 
the pioneers of the motion pic- 
ture industry and Larry was 
active in show business in. asso- 
ciation with his father until his 
father's death in 1914. 
The 


family moved to Towanda in 
1915 where they operated the 
Majestic Theatre and Roller 
Rink. They took over the Key- 
stone Opera House and con- 
verted it to a movie and -stage 
show theatre and also operated 
the Wayne Theatre there. 


Prior to coming to Wellsboro, 


Mr. Woodin taught Music at 
the Muncy Normal School dur- 
ing the summer of 1925 and 
music and history at Missouri 
Military Academy in , Mexico, 
Missouri from 1925 until 1926. 


He came to Wellsboro in 1926 


as manager of the Arcadia 
Theatre and the Bache Audi- 
torium. He organized Children's 
Bands of over 300 players in 
1993. 
In 1936 he instituted a 


publicity program for Pine Creek 
Gorge as Pennsylvania's Grand 
Canyon. He served for 12 years 
as Publicity Director for the 
Wellsboro Chamber of Com- 
merce and in 1939 initiated the 
Laurel Festival which he staged 
until 1949.

Bus Service Cost 
Would Be About 
$3,023 Per Month 


A six-day-a-week bus service Could be 


provided for Elk Grove- Village at a 
monthly cost of $3,023, according to Rob- 
ert Birks, owner of the Elk Grove Village 
Cab Co. 


At the request of village officials, Birks 


presented figures to the village board 
Tuesday night concerning the cost of bus 
service. By leasing a small lli-passenger 
bus, the village could provide bus service 
for the village for about $36,000 per year, 
he said. 


Birks estimated the village could pur- 


chase a bus for about $7,000, plus $4,700 
if air-conditioning were added. If the vil- 
lage chose to buy a bus, the $36,000 cost 
would be reduced considerably, he said. 


The cab company owner indicated he 


would be willing to run such a service for 
the village. He said the $3,023 total 
monthly cost included $355 monthly for 
the lease of a bus. But he noted that he 
had found no company willing to lease a 
bus for less than a two-year period. 


Village trustees indicated interest in 


the figures and told Birks they would 
likely contact him after further review of 
the 1972-73 village budget. 


Birks estimated revenue from a 25-cent 


fare would total about $30 a day, but ad- 
mitted that the estimate was little more 
than a guess, And, he said, "I don't think 
(the bus) will do that in the first month 
or two. I think it'll take some time." 


If $no A DAY were collected in fares, 


net cost to the village would be about 
$2,200 per year. With a fare of 25 cents, 
120 passengers would be needed to col- 
lect $30. 


Birks described the 18-passenger bus 


as comparable to the shuttle buses used 
at O'Hnre Airport. The bus is described 
as a "sawed-off" version of a full-sized 
bus. 
, 


Village officials indicated they were 


thinking of a service which would be a 
"cross between a bus and a cab" ser- 
vice. The bus would probably have a 
general route, but could deviate from it 
at times. 


"With a radio in the bus, we can de- 


viate from it (the route) if somebofly is 
sick or something," Birks said. "But I 
think we could determine the best gener- 
al route after a few weeks." 


Birks indicated he could use informa- 


tion from his cab drivers to provide a 
workable bus route. Shopping centers, 
Alexian Brothers Medical Center, the vil- 
lage library, teen center and high school 
would be likely stops for the bus, he said. 


Birks said he would give further study 


to the costs involved. Board members 
also asked him to look into the possibility 
of using a smaller bus, which might cost 
less than the 18-passenger bus.

Mike Smith is the middle-man at Elk 


Grove High School. 


The senior from Des Plaines is the om- 


budsman at the school and talks to 
teachers and administrators about prob- 
lems students have at the school. 


"The main job is to cut through the 


bureaucracy," Mike explained recently. 
He took over the job after being appoint- 
ed by student body president Dan Seal, 


Mainly, he said, students come to him 


with complaints about specific teachers' 
grading policies or classt oom discipline. 


When he gets a complaint, he said, he 


goes directly to the teacher and talks 
about the problem without bringing the 
individual student into the discussion. 
The teachers usually explain their pol- 
icies so he can take explanations back to 
the complaining student. 


"THE TEACHERS I've talked to so far 


have accepted me," Smith said. "Mainly 
I try to get the teacher to justify a policy 
to the students."

In addition, Mike handles problems for 


students who don't know which adminis- 
trative office should handle something. 
"If they don't know who to talk to, it's 
easier to talk to me than to corral an 
administrator," he said. 


Before he got the ombudsman's job, 


Mike was involved on committees that 
worked with the administration, he said, 
adding, "I can't conceive of having a 
more cooperative administration. They 
have a lot of trust in us and I think it's 
well founded." 


The toughest problem he has handled 


so far, he said, was a dispute between 
students using self imposed scheduling 
(SIS), which allows freedom of move- 
ment around the school, and some mem- 
bers of the administration who did not 
want students congregating in the foyer 
near the office. 


"There was a great deal of misunder- 


standing in that one," he said. "Finally 
we resolved it to everybody's satisfac- 
tion." 


THE PROBLEM was hard to work out, 


he said, because "there were so many 
things that came into play. I had to talk 
to the SIS coordinator and the dean and 
a lot of students " 


Most of the time, however, the prob- 


lems are easier to handle. Students bring 
their complaints to him in his office by 
the school store, where a sign proclaims 
that "the ombudsman is in" or they 
come up to him in the hall with their 
problems. 


Many times, he said, students don't 


need to come to him with problems be- 
cause "they don't have to have an inter- 
mediary between themselves and their 
teachers." 


But for other students, Mike believes 


he can perform a useful service. "A lot 
of things here just need justification so 
the kids realize they aren't being dis- 
criminated against," he said.

Emergency dams constructed Friday 


by Metropolitan Sanitary District offi- 
cials and Mount Prospect Public Works 
Department crews apparently prevented 
any major pollution to Higgins Creek 
from gasoline spilled into a drainage 
ditch near Busse Road and Oakton 
Street. 


MSD pollution control officers said 


study by the agency's field workers this 
week showed the gasoline spilled from a 
broken pipeline had been confined to one 
tributary of the creek in unincorporated 
Elk Grove Township. 


An MSD hearing is scheduled to be 


held today to determine what the Badger 
Pipeline Co., owner of the pipeline, is 
doing to clean up the spillage and deter- 
mine what it will do to prevent similar 
accidents in the future. Badger will also 
be asked to pay for costs of cleaning up 
the spilled gas line, MSD officer Stanley 
Whitebloom said. 


Meanwhile, cleanup crews were contin- 


uing efforts yesterday to remove the 
gasoline from a tributary of the creek 
near Elmhurst Road and the Northwest 
Tollway. The crews planned to continue 
round-the-clock work with vacuum trucks 
to remove all the gasoline. 


WHITEBLOOM SAID there was no 


way to determine how long it would take 
to remove all the gasoline since it was 
impossible to determine how much had 
been spilled. He said the amount spilled 
could vary from 10,000 to 100,000 gallons. 


MSD officials said Tuesday a check 


showed no more gasoline was leaking 
into the creek from the leak at Busse 
Road and Oakton Avenue. The leak and 
another one about 300 feet north were 
apparently caused by an electric line 
being knocked down Jan. 3. The line, 
knocked down by construction equip- 
ment, apparently sent a surge of power 
through the ground, rupturing the pipe- 
line. 


Badger Co. crews repaired one of the 


leaks in early' January, but apparently 
were unaware of the second leak, which 
went undiscovered until last Friday when 
the spilled gasoline was discovered about 
two miles east of the leak.

restrictions were passed. However, Vil- 
lage Atty. Ed Hofert told the group they 
would have no basis for such a suit. 


As currently proposed, the ordinance 


would prohibit parking between 8 a.m. 
and 7 p.m. on weekdays on the north side 
of Elk Grove Boulevard from Victoria 
Lane to Love Street and on the south side 
between Victoria and Tonne Road. The 
proposal has been approved by the vil- 
lage board's judicial, planning and zon- 
ing committee and will probably be con- 
sidered by the board sometime next 
month. 


The committee approved the restric-

and trained. The 


Learning Tree is licensed to have at 
least one teacher for every 10 children. 


According to its founders, the purpose 


of The Learning Tree is to develop school 
readiness skills and natural talents in 
children of preschool age. 


"Our Learning Tree program is based 


on the knowledge that before a child has 
reached the age of 4, his experiences 


have, to a large extent, determined his 
capability for later learning," Ferguson 
said in a statement. 


"Even at the age of 2 and 3, a child 


will establish many of the learning pat- 
terns that are of vital importance to him 
throughout life," he said. 


Equally important, children need to ex- 


perience situations that build their con- 
fidence in themselves and in their rela- 
tionships with others, according to the 
school officials. 


To accomplish part of this, Andrews 


said, The Learning Tree teaches children 
creative dramatic techniques, such as 
play-acting with puppets. 


"Rather than rewarding children only 


if they are like other children, our pro- 
gram accentuates and builds on each 
child's uniqueness as a person," Andrews 
said in the statement. 


One of the most important aspects of 


The Learning Tree program is its provi- 
sion for regular testing and evaluation of 
the progress of each preschool child, the 
officials said. 


Andrews also said The Learning Tree 


will try to eliminate "the association of 
work and school." 


"Our system is a school where learn- 


ing is a byproduct of enjoyment. There is 
learning, there is an acquisition of skills 
and concepts that are essential for later 
development. But it's a controlled, a sys- 
tematic program, in which the child dis- 
covers himself and the world, and feels 
important in doing so," Andrews said.

Though the need is greatest in the 


above subject areas, substitute teachers 
are also needed to serve regular ele- 
mentary and junior high school classes. 


Ruble noted the absence among the 


district's 669 regular certificated teach- 
ers peaks during the winter months and 
that is the time when capable, well quali- 
fied substitutes are needed. 


Substitute teachers must hold a "sub- 


stitute certificate," Ruble said. Such cer- 
tificates can be issued to persons who 
either hold a valid, full-time teaching 
certificate, hold a bachelor's 
degree 


from a recognized institute of higher 
learning (the degree doesn't have to be 
in education) or have had two year's 
teaching experience. 


"A substitute can designate the days 


they are willing to work plus the grade 
level and buildings' they wish to teach 
in," Ruble said. 


He added district personnel will be 


happy to assist any interested qualified 
person secure a certificate.

Preformed Concrete Slab 
Use Is Sound: Officials 


The use of preformed concrete slabs in 


the construction of apartments being 
built by Levitt Construction Co. in 
Schaumburg represents a sound con- 
struction technique, village officials say.

the slabs (on the south side of Golf Road, 
east of Barrington Road) in view of 
events after the death of a construction 
worker last May when a slab fell from 
the second level of a building in the Lev- 
itt development area. 


At that time the village ordered con- 


struction be stopped at the townhouses 
and that two unfinished buildings there 
be torn down. 


The village order was not given be- 


cause there's anything wrong with using 
preformed slabs, said Mayor Robert 0. 
Atcher. 


It was given because preformed slabs 


were being used when a "poured in 
place" construction method has been au- 
thorized. 


"There's nothing wrong with using pre- 


stressed (preformed slabs) according to 
our codes," he added, 


BUT BEFORE the slabs were allowed 


for use at the Levitt apartment site sev- 
eral meetings were held last summer 
where construction specifications were 
worked out, said Hugh Cahill, village en- 
gineer and building commissioner. 


"A lot of hours were spent getting this 


settled so it would be properly done," he 
said, adding, "everything is fine now." 


At the meetings, spcial consulting engi- 


neers were called. There were questions 
involving what type of footings should be 
used for the types of units planned, ca- 
hill said, 


Now, Bill Carroll, the assistant build- 


ing commissioner, is "over there every 
couple days," Cahill added, assuring the 
construction is going in a safe fashion. 


"It may look a little messy now but 


when completed it will be fine," he said 
about the development's appearance. 


"The building technique (using pre- 


formed slabs) is used extensively in Eu- 
rope and there's nothing wrong with it," 
he added.

Dr. Middleton Denies He 
Committed Deviate Sex Act 


Dr. James G. Middleton of Des Plaines 


testified in his own behalf yesterday and 
strenuously denied he ever committed a 
deviate sexual act on his accuser, Lynn 
Nelson of Carpentersvillle. 


Middleton, 45, of 969 S. Elmhurst Road, 


Des Plaines told the jury during the sev- 
enth day of his trial that when Mrs. Nel- 
son came to his office the day of the 
alleged assault, Feb. 7,1970, she told him 
she was having marital problems. 


Sam Adam, the doctor's attorney, later 


told newsmen he did not pursue that line 
of questioning because he said "the doc- 
tor has told me in spite of everything she 
has said about him he doesn't want to 
hurt her reputation." 


Adam said he advised the doctor to re- 


veal the entire conversation with Mrs. 
Nelson, but, "he has instructed me not to 
dwell on that" 


Late in the afternoon the trial was re- 


cessed for the day and will resume at 11 
a.m. when prosecution attorneys are ex- 
pected to question the doctor. 


For almost 90 minutes Dr. Middleton 


related in detail the history of his treat- 
ment of the 24-year-old woman. 


THE DOCTOR SAID he first began to 


treat Mrs. Nelson for a throat infection 
and a general lack of energy. He said 
tests showed she had a viral infection 
and that on subsequent visits he injected 
her with penicillin and prescribed anti- 
biotics to fight the infection. He later 
said he also gave her at least one in- 
jection of iron and iron compound tablets 
because she had become anemic from 
excessive blood loss 


When asked by Adam if he had ever 


committed deviate sexual assault on Mrs. 
Nelson, the doctor souted, "No," into the 
microphone. He gave a similar response 
when he was asked if he had ever given 
Mrs. Nelson any injection or medication 
for other than medical purposes. 


Earlier in the day Dr. I. James Young, 


a physician on the staff of Northwest 
C o m m u n i t y Hospital m Arlington 
Heights, testified Mrs. Nelson never told 
him of any sexual attack by Dr. Middle- 
ton while Dr. Young treated her at the 
hospital. 


Mrs. Nelson was hospitalized at North- 


west after she was involved in an au- 
tomobile accident the evening of the al- 
leged assault. A woman who accom- 
panied Mrs. Nelson to Dr. Middleton's of- 
fice that same day also testified as a de- 
fense witness yesterday morning. 


THE WOMAN, who last week was a 


prosecution witness, said when Mrs. Nel- 
son first left the doctor's examination 
room she did not explain what had oc- 
curred in the room. On cross-exam- 
ination, however, the woman admitted 
that Mrs. Nelson said something to her 
but, "her words were mumbled and she 
didn't make sense."

Before testimony began yesterday, 


Judge Robert J. Downing denied a de- 
fense motion filed Tuesday for a directed 
verdict of innocent. James Kavanaugh, 
assistant states' attorney, argued that 
force exists "where the ability to resist 
is taken away, even if the victim is con- 
scious."

Changes To Watch For On Form 


This series of articles on changes and 


revisions in the 1972 federal income tax 
forms his been prepared by tax experts 
of the Commerce Clearing House in Chi- 
cago. The Herald will present the full 
series of 1L tax articles on the new tax 
regulations. 


ladividual tax return Form 1040 for 


1371 and its supplementary schedules A 
through SE follow the "building block" 
system that has been used for the last 
several years. 


This means that an Individual begins 


with the basic two-page Form 1040 and 
adds only those supplementary schedules 
and supporting forms necessary to com- 
plete his return. 


However, Ihe IRS has made a number 


of changes on the 1971 basic return and 
its schedules and has added a number of 
supporting forms that many taxpayers 
may have to file. 


Part II on Page 2 of the 1071 return, 


for instance, which is used to report in- 
come other than wages, dividends and 
interest, contains a number of changes 
that reflect changes made in the require- 
ments for filing supplementary schedules 
and importing forms.

report net gains or losses from sales, ex-

changes or involuntary conversions of 
business property and involuntary con- 
versions of certain capital assets as re- 
ported and computed on new Form 4797. 


SEPARATE lines also are provided for 


reporting each type of miscellaneous in- 
come in Part II of the 1971 return. 
Fully taxable pensions and annuities are 
reported on line 39(a) of the 1971 return 
and do not have to be reported on Sched- 
ule E, the Supplemental Income Sched- 
ule. The taxable amount of capital gains 
distributions (50 per cent of the amounts 
received) is reported on line 39(b) in 
those cases where it is not necessary to 
f Ue a Schedule D. 


This will mainly affect taxpayers who 


receive capital gams distributions from 
regulated investment companies and who 
did not have any other type of capital 
asset transaction report able on Schedule 
D. State income tax refunds are to be 
reported on line 39(c). Such refunds are 
taxable income and must be reported if a 
deduction resulting in a federal tax bene- 
fit was taken in a prior year. 


Alimony • and 
separate maintenance 


payments are to be reported on line 
39(d). All other types of. miscellaneous 
income not importable on any. other place 
on the return are to be reported on line 


State Tax Help Available 


Q. Will the Department of Revenue 


provide any help to taxpayers filling out 
their 1971 state income tax returns? 


A. Yes, the Department of Revenue 


will offer taxpayer assistance during the 
filing pe^od through April 17,1972. Walk- 
in assistance will be provided at the Tax- 
payer Service Center at 160 N. LaSalle 
St., nine district offices, and several tem- 
porary assistance centers. 


A statewide toll-free telephone service 


will be available. Outside of the Chicago 
area taxpayers should call 800-972-1630. 
Persons within the Chicago area should 
call 641-2150. Taxpayer assistance is 
available Monday through Friday, 8:30 
a.m. to 5 p.m. 


Q. I wind up owing the Illinois state 


government income tax at the end of ev- 
ery year. Is there any rule that I could 
follow to file for estimated tax? 


A. Yes, there is. If you expect your 


Illinois income tax to be over $50 more 
than the amount you had withheld,' then 
you should file an estimated tax return, 
and make quarterly payments. 


Q. Where can I get Illinois income,tax 


forms? I did not receive my tax pack-' 
age through the mail. 


A. You can obtain Illinois income tax 


forms (Forms IL-1040) from any of the 
Department of Revenue offices and tax- 
payer assistance centers, the IRS offices 
are also making the Illinois forms avail- 
able.

39(e). The taxpayer is required to dis- 
close such income's nature and source. 
Such items as prizes, awards, recoveries 
of bad debts and other items that re- 
duced the taxpayer's tax in a prior year 
are reported on this line. 


Basically, most of the supporting 


schedules are similar to those used last 
year, such as Schedule, A (itemized de- 
duction), Schedule B (dividend and inter- 
est), Schedule C (business income other 
t h a n farming), Schedule E (mis- 
cellaneous income), Schedule F (farming 
income and expenses) and Schedule SE 
(self-employment tax). 


However, the methods and places for 


reporting gains and/or losses.from sales, 
exchanges or other dispositions of prop- 
erty are significantly changed on the 1971 
return and its supplementary schedules 
and forms. On the 1970 return, gains and 
losses were generally reported and com- 
puted on Schedule D. For 1971, Schedule 
D has been broken down into two sepa- 
rate schedules. 


THE 1971 Schedule D is used to report 


and compute the gain or loss from trans- 
actions involving capital assets that were 
strictly personal in nature. In general, 
taxpayers are required to use Form 4797, 
rather than Schedule D, to report their 
1971 transactions involving sales and ex- 
changes of property used in their trade 
or business and involuntary conversions 
of property of all types. Taxpayers for 
1971 also will have to file a Form 4798 to 


determine the amount of a 1970 capital 
loss that is carried over into 1971.. 


Taxpayers filing income tax returns 


win find they will be paying less taxes 
for 1971 as a result of several recently 
enacted tax breaks. 
• ' 


For example, the personal dependency 


exemption deduction has been raised to 
$675 for each dependent that a taxpayer 
claims, and the standard deduction has 
been raised to 13 per cent of a taxpayer's 
adjusted gross income, subject to a max- 
imum deduction of $1,500. These tax 
breaks are built into the optional tax ta- 
bles for taxpayers whose income is less 
than $10,000. High income bracket tax- 
payers should also be aware that their 
"earned income" is subject to a max- 
imum tax of 60 per cent for 1971. In or- 
der to claim this reduced tax, such tax- 
payers must fill out Form 4726 and at- 
tach it to their Form 1040. 


Individuals will get an automatic two- 


month extension for filing their income 
tax returns, if they made a proper 
request to the IRS before April 17, 1972. 
The request must be made on Form 4868. 
Payment of their estimated taxes due 
must be made with the request. 


Finally, taxpayers should check their 


Form 1040 instructions to make sure they 
are filing their 1971 tax returns at the 
right IRS location. Individuals in a num- 
ber of states will find they will have to 
file thedr returns at different service cen- 
ters than they did for 1970.

DEAR DR. LAMB - Would you ex- 


plain heart catheteriiiatiom? What are the 
indications for having it done? Does it 
act as a treatment? 


Dear Reader — A catheter is a hollow 


tube. The end of the hollow tube is 
slipped into a vein, usually in the arm. 
Since the veins get increasingly larger as 
they approach the heart the tube is eas- 
ily advanced along with the bloodstream 
to the top of the heart where the two 
main veins enter the heart. 


The catheter can then pass, still in the 


direction of the blood flow, into the right 
lower chamber that pumps blood to the 
lungs. Slill following the blood flow, the 
catheter can be passed out the main ar- 
tery to the lungs This artery continues 
to branch out like a tree until the ar- 


are so small the catheter can go no far- 
ther. 


Anywhere along the route a blood 


sample can be drawn out of the hollow 
tube, or the tube can be connected to a 
device to measure the blood pressure at 
the tip of the catheter. 


Since the right heart pumps only blue 


venous blood, the amount of oxygen in 
the blood will be small. If there is a hole 
between the right and left heart (the left 
heart pumps only red oxygenated blood) 
the red blood will squirt into the right 
heart and increase the amount of oxygen 
in

Celebrate 2,000th Vasectomy 


The Midwest Population Center of Chi- 


cago has done more vasectomies in its 
first 10 months than any other vasectomy 
facility in the country in the last year, 
(iccording to the Rev, Don C. Shaw, exec- 
utive director. Since it opened in March, 
1971, 
its surgeons have performed 2,000 


vasectomy operations on men from the 
Chicago area. 


The Rev. Mr. Shaw said, "This re- 


sponse confirms our basic belief that va- 
sectomy is increasing significantly as an 
alternative contraceptive method. It's in- 
teresting to note that we've had a defi- 
nite rise in inquiries since we published 
our survey findings a few weeks ago — 
that 70 per cent of the 320 couples who 
responded reported 'a better sex life' 
since the man had his vasectomy." 


To mark its 2,000th patient, the Center, 


100 E. Ohio, will hold an open house from 
4 to 7 p.m. Friday for former and pros- 
pective patients, friends and supporters 
of the voluntary sterilization program. 


The Midwest Population Center is the 


only medical facility in Illinois devoted 
exclusively to vasectomy surgery. Its 
medical staff is composed of Chicago- 
area surgeons who work on a rotating 
basis. Vasectomy is a simple surgical 
procedure done under local anesthesia, 
and usually takes 15 to 20 minutes. The 
vast majority of men return to work the 
following day. 


For men who live a considerable dis- 


tance from Chicago, MFC has recently 
made available a service where the in- 
itial interview and the surgery may take 
place on the same day.

TO CATHETERIZE the left side of the 


heart, the catheter -must be passed 
through an artery backward into the left 
heart. By slipping the end of the catheter 
into the openings of the coronary arteries 
that supply the heart muscle with blood 
and then injecting dye into the arteries, 
X-ray pictures can show if the arteries 
are obstructed or not. 


A heart catheterization then is used to 


locate holes in the walls of the heart, 
define other structural changes, to identi- 
fy changes in heart valves, or even to 
evaluate the pumping strength and func- 
tion of the heart. They are most useful in 
cases of birth defects of the heart and in 
patients who have a heart condition that 
may require heart surgery. In special- 
ized use they are helpful in determining 
the degree of obstruction of the arteries 
to the heart muscle. 


It is not a treatment. It is used only to 


provide a more accurate diagnosis of 
how the heart functions. This is often 
necessary to know before deciding if sur- 
gery should or should not be done.

In a system devised by a Boston psy- 


chiatrist correct analysis of an emotional 
problem by a professional makes it pos- 
sible for a person to learn how to serve 
as his own psychotherapist and solve his 
own daily emotional problems. 


Dr. Peter E. Sifneos, associate director 


of psychiatric services at Beth Israel 
Hospital in Boston said recently that a 
patient learns a way to solve his biggest 
problem in a psychotherapeutic session 
and later on he utilizes what he has 
learned when he faces another problem. 
"After all," Dr. Sifneos added, "life is a 
series of emotional responses." 


A c c o r d i n g to Dr. Sifneos psy- 


chotherapy is an interaction between two 
people. "One person has a specific prob- 
lem and the other is a psychiatrist or 
psychologist. An effort is made to help 
this patient resolve whatever problem he 
is facing. 


"Some problems," he continued, "are 


complex and require a great deal of time 
to solve — but this is not always the 
case. In fact, it is often better to spend 
more time in the evaluation of the prob- 
lem and less time in the treatment." 


Dr. Sifneos' system for short term psy- 


chotherapy requires that the patient cir- 
cumscribe his symptoms and then help 
solve his problems. "A system is a com- 
promise — it is a way out of emotional 


conflict. |"or instance," he cited an ex- 
ample, "a young man who had just de- 
cided to get married came tot us with a 
terrible panic reaction associated with 
subways, cars, buses, trains —.any mov- 
ing enclosures. 


"This was devastating because he had 


to walk miles back and forth to work 
each day. He was also panicked by the 
notion of not being able to go through 
with his marriage ceremony. He asked 
us if we could help him get rid of his 
fears and help him get married. 


"THE ANSWER WAS no," Dr. Sifneos 


explained, "but we told him if he wanted 
to do something about getting rid of his 
fears we might help him. We had two 
months to trace the origins of this young 
man's problems, help him get over them 
and eventually help him free himself of 
them." 


After working with the man Dr. Sifneos 


found that his enclosure fear had to do 


with his father's death. When ,he was 
four years old his father died and his 
mother took him to New York by train. 
In the station he saw the train and be- 
came afraid that he would suffocate in- 
side. The engine was puffing and he as- 
sociated this with his father's inability to 
breathe — also causing the child to puff. 


The man had been very close with his 


mother and he had felt that if his father 
died his mother would give him all the 
attention he wanted. While he wished for 
his father's death he was afraid he would 
lose someone he also loved and some- 
thing terrible would happen to him. 


"This fear became reactive," Dr. Sif- 


neos said, "in a time when he was to get 
married and a woman would be giving 
him all the attention he wanted. His 
symptoms were reactivated. We pro- 
voked his anxiety by eliciting his anxiety 
problem — could see it in everyday life 
and learn a way to solve it himself."

Bracelet Keeps POWs In U.S. Hearts 


by STEVE BROWN 


The headlines, news stories and daily 


reports seem to indicate that the United 
States involvement in Southeast Asia is 
declining. 


The speech by President Nixon Tues- 


day gives the impression that the govern- 
ment wants to speed up the end of the 
war. 


But at least one group in this country 


is striving to keep one aspect of that war 
in the forefront of American thinking. 


The group is the National League of 


Families, and their mission is to keep 
attention focused on the U.S. servicemen 
who are either missing in action or being 
held as prisoners of war. 


"We stress the need for a full account- 


Ing of the men who are being held pris- 
oner or missing," said Mrs. Mildred Pit- 
kington, Illinois coordinator for the grou. 
She added the group is constantly trying 
to persuade North Vietnam to allow a 
neutral nation to inspect the POW 
camps. 


MRS. PILKINGTON said the league is 


made up of families who have a relative 
missing in action or being held prisoner. 


"We have about 85 families in Illinois 


who are members," she said. Her son, a 
Navy lieutenant, was shot down in Sep- 
tember, 1966, and has been listed as 
missing in action since. 


From offices at the Glenview Naval 


Air Station and the Naval Armory in Chi- 
cago, the group carries out its campaign 
of keeping the prisoner of war issue in 
the minds of everyone. 
. The group finances its efforts through 
the sale of POW bracelets. The bracelets 
are inscribed with the name of a service- 
man and date he was captured or- report- 
ed missing. 


The purchaser wears the bracelet until 


the serviceman is returned or is account- 
ed for. If he is returned the serviceman 
will receive the bracelets bearing his 
name. 


The bracelets cost $2.50 for nickel or $3 


for unlacquered copper. They may be ob-

tained by writing the National League of 
Families office at the Glenview Naval 


Air Station, 60026, or the Naval Armory, 
Randolph Street at'the Lake, Chicago, 
60601. The donations are tax-deductible. 


BESIDES THE letter-writing cam- 


paign to U.S. and North and' South Viet- 
nam officials, the group distributes liter- 
ature to-the public and urges them to 
write to various officials and agencies. 


Mrs. Pilkington said 
conversations 


with former POW's show letters from the 
general public does have an effect on the 
type of treatment the POW's receive. 


She said the group also makes numer- 


ous speaking engagements to schools, 
civic organizations and church groups. 


"We want out of the war as badly as 


anyone else," she said, "but we want to 
•know the condition of our missing or cap- 
tured servicemen before the government 
withdraws completely." 


There were more than 300 men left in 


the hands of Communists after the Ko- 
rean conflict. "We don't want to see that 
happen again," she said. 


U.S. POW-Family Group Praises Nixon Peace Plan 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Leaders of 


the country's largest POW family group 
generally praised President Nixon for his 
latest peace initiative and said his critics 
should now go on record with their plan 
for freeing the prisoners of war. 


Officials of the National League of 


Families of American Prisoners and 
Missing in Southeast Asia announced 
creation of a "nonpartisan political ac- 
tion committee" to keep the POW issue 
before the American public during the 
1972 presidential election campaign. 


They told a news conference they were 


pleased with what they considered the 
positive approach to the problem taken 
by the President in his nationally broad- 
cast speech Tuesday night. Now, they 
snid. they want to hear more from those 
who want to replace Nixon. 


MRS. JOAN VINSON of Alexandria, 


Va., designated co-chairman of the com- 
mittee, suggested that Nixon's account of 
secret negotiations proved that the Com- 
munists were not about to instantly free 


the POWs in exchange for a total U.S. 
military withdrawal from Vietnam. 


"So many people have oversimplified 


the issue," Mrs. Vinson told reporters. 
"So many of the candidates have over- 
simplified it." 


She declined to identify the candidates 


she had in mind. 


But Mrs. Vinson and Mrs. Sybil Stock- 


dale of Coronado, Calif., who also will 
serve on the committee, indicated that 
' they expected the administration to be 


flexible in negotiating its eight-point plan 
and was not committed to supporting the 
Saigon regime at any cost. 


M r s . Evelyn Grubb of Colonial 


Heights, Va., the league'^ national coor- 


dinator, and George Brooks of New- 
burgh, N.Y., a member of the board of 
directors, made clear they felt the 
United States had a strong moral obliga- 
tion not to abandon South Vietnam.

venture with the human conflict of two 
willful and driven men, there was the 
gorgeously photographed scenery of Af- 
rica, where the outdoor segments of the 
series were shot. It was as though NBC- 
TV was understandably attracted by 
shows that blended good, informative 
drama with the background appeal of the 
enormously popular national geographic 
society television specials.

Dream of the Wander" and "Discovery 
and Betrayal," were broadcast back-to- 


back early Tuesday night. The remaining 
four programs will be seen on Feb. 1, 15, 
22 and 29 — each also a Tuesday night — 
with the starting times 7:30 p.m.

James Mason is the narrator. 


In addition to covering and drama- 


tizing the efforts of Burton and Speke, 
the broadcasts will detail the adventures 
of the world-renowned missionary Dr.

Q — WHEN I became age 65,1 did not 


sign up for the voluntary medical insur- 
ance part of Medicare which helps pay 
doctor bills and the costs of many other 
medical services nor did I file an appli- 
cation so that I would have the hospital 
coverage. Can I now file for both the hos- 
pital and medical insurance coverage? 


A — If you were not born before Oct. 1, 


1903, you can still enroll during January, 
February and March for the voluntary 
medical insurance coverage. All 65 year 
olds are eligible to enroll for this cov- 
erage, For coverage under the hospital 
insurance, you would be eligible to file, 
no matter when you became age 65, if 
you are eligible. There is no time limit. 


You are urged to telephone 239-7000 for 
more detailed information on the filing of 
application. Do not delay.

Q — I UNDERSTAND that if you have 


not enrolled for medical insurance cov- 
erage there are only certain months, 
called a general enrollment period, dur- 
ing which you can enroll.

A — The general enrollment period for 


medical insurance coverage is always 
the months of January, February and 
March of each year.

Q — CAN ANYONE age 65 or over en- 


roll for the medical insurance coverage 


during the present general enrollment 
period of January, February and March? 


A — Anyone who was not born before 


Oct. 1,1903, and is age 65 can enroll. It is 
not necessary that they have worked un- 
der social security nor do they have to be 
retired to enroll. 


Q — IS THERE a time limit during 


which you must file or lose the medical 
insurance coverage forever? 


A — Yes. You must file within the 3 


year period following your < initial enroll- 
ment period, which is age 65, or you lost 
out on medical insurance coverage. Any 
person born between Oct. 1, 1903 and 


Septf 30,1904, must file in January, Feb- 
ruary, or March of this year because this 
would be their last chance to sign up. 


Q — IF I NEVER sign up for medical 


• insurance coverage, for one reason or 
another, does this keep me from being 
eligible for the hospital portion of Medi- 
care? 


A — The fact that you do not sign up 


for the voluntary medical insurance cov- 
erage has no effect on your right to hos- 
pital insurance coverage. Everyone who 
is 65 or older and-Is entitled to monthly 
cash social security or railroad retire- 
ment benefits, either on their own ac- 
count or someone elses, gets hospital in- 
surance coverage automatically.

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The No. 2 Man On The Ticket? 'Who Gives A Damn?

CONCORD, N.H. - Franklin Roose- 


velt's vice president, John Garner, once 
remarked that the office of the vice pres- 
ident of the United States isn't worth "a 
pitcher of warm spit." 


And millions of voters 
apparently 
agree. 


Not since the earliest days of the Re- 


public have Americans bothered to 
choose their vice president through the 
full democratic process. That is, to argue 
by ballot exactly whom it should be. Best 
man and all that. Regardless of race, 
creed, color, etc. 


The lath Amendment to the Con- 


stitution canceled the original procedure 
by which federal electors voted for two 
candidates, (the loser becoming veep) — 
and thereafter people seemed to lose all 
further interest. 


THUS IT IS today that the common 


citizen no longer has anything but in- 
direct influence over the selection of the 
second highest officer in the land. The 
voter votes for a presidential ticket. And 
only rarely does the voter have any part 
in the formulation of the ticket. As elec- 
tion historian Theodore White puts it: 
"Only a president can choose a vice 
president." 


In general, most Americans seem con- 


tent to allow presidential nominees com- 
plete authority in choosing their running 
mates. "Who gives a damn who it is any- 
way1"1 But from time to time, about ev- 
ery four years, this selective process of- 
fends somebody or other — and they

Endicott Peabody, former governor of 
Massachusetts, has taken up the chief's 
cry on the Democratic side of the ballot.

Peabody says he expects no giggles: 


"I intend to carry my campaign first in 
New Hampshire and then into as many 
states as I am capable.

If we do not survive the campaign (win 
it), I am glad to do whatever I can in 
changing the cynical outlook and the un- 
democratic practice in the selection of 
our second most important public offi- 
cial."

od of choosing the veep — "in smoke- 
filled rooms" — degrades democratic 
principles. Besides, he adds, the office is 
too important to be kept from the public: 
"In this century, one of every three 
Presidents has been a former vice presi- 
dent. I think it's about time we all real- 
ize how close the second man is to the 
top — and act accordingly at the polls." 


stand up, waving the Constitution, to an- 
nounce they are going to run for the vice 
presidency themselves, return power to 
the people, restore voter prerogatives to 
the V.P. office, so on and so forth. 


In 1968, it was a Delaware Indian, 


Chief Burning Wood. Alias Austin Bur- 
ton, a middle-aged psychedelic poster 
salesman. He filed in the New Hamp- 
shire primary as the veep candidate of 
the Republican party. He spent a repoit- 
ed $10,000 to tell the people of the state 
they shouldn't let party bosses dictate 
who'll be the vice president: "You must 
regain your right to nominate your own." 


Everybody laughed at Chief Burning 


Wood. But he got 11,000 votes (twice as 
many as write-in candidate Ronald Rea- 
gan), won the primary — and made his 
point.

is, about $.100, passage of the $9.075,000 
bond Issue would add about $3 to his bill, 
according to a referendum information 
sheet compiled by Oakton officials.

Plans also call for the permanent 
campus to be completed by 1979, serving 
about 7,000 students.

Primary Laws 


Face Change 


Thousands of legally registered 


Illinois voters will once again this 
spring find themselves stripped of 
the power to select primary candi- 
dates of their choice, all because of 
an outdated primary Jaw. 


The law. currently under chal- 


lenge, requires voters to list party 
affiliation before being given a 
primary 
ballot. After 
declaring 


party affiliation, a voter may not 
change it for 23 months. 


Challenging the law are Andrew 


and Mary Lee Leahy, a husband 
and wife legal team which has filed 
suit in U.S. District Court. 


It is a timely challenge, with the 


primary two months away, of a 
process which damages the secre- 
cy which should surround a voter's 
electoral choices and is out of 
keeping with the modern American 
political system. 


By declaring party affiliation, a 


voter is forced to reject the tradi- 
tional secrecy which surrounds the 
decisions a man or woman makes 
at the ballot box. It can also sub- 
ject the voter to pressure for sup- 
port from the political party he 
chooses to select, 


Today, it is increasingly difficult 


to find voters who accept the labels 
"Republican" or "Democrat." Re- 
cent elections in the Northwest 
suburbs have shown voters to be 
less willing to cast a straight party 
ballot. 


For most area voters who wish 


to switch parties this year — per- 
haps to vote in the Democratic 
primary for either Simon or Walk- 
er — the switch can occur, for the 
last primary election was held 
more than 23 months ago. 


However, if the voter had cast a 


ballot in a partisan local election 
or in a special Congressional elec- 
tion within 23 months, a switch 
across party lines during the 
primary would be illegal under the 
present law. 


Also, if a special Congressional 


election were held next year, under 
the present law a Republican voter 
could not switch parties and vote 
for a Democratic candidate — or 
vice versa. 


Politicians may argue that a 


more permissive system would al- 
low an opposing political party to 
send hordes of voters into the other 
party's primary with the intent of 
electing a weak candidate. 


Such arguments demonstrate a 


lack of faith in the American elec- 
toral process and 
in the in- 


telligence of the American voter. 


If 
the 
law 
is 
ruled uncon- 


stitutional — a ruling we firmly en- 
dorse — the effect would be slight 
this year in the Northwest suburbs. 
In the future, however, it would al- 
low voters more flexibility in se- 
lecting the best men to represent 
them. As citizens it is a right we 
should clearly possess.

There has been a good deal of furor 


over the Illinois Supreme Court's over- 
throw of the first of Gov. Richard B. 
Ogilvie's "amendatory vetoes" to come 
before it. 


The Supreme Court recently struck 


down the new legislation providing for 
public aid to private schools — not be- 
cause of the question of the school aid, 
but because of the manner in which the 
law was passed. 


The court ruled that Ogilvie, in substi- 


tuting almost entirely new bills for those 
originally presented to him by the legis- 
lature, had far exceeded his powers un- 
der the new state constitution to return 
bills to the General Assembly with "spe- 
cific recommendations for change." 


But the court made no attempt to de- 


fine just how far the governor's new veto 
power extends. 


In its opinion, the court indicated that 


it had tried to discern the intent of the 
Constitutional Convention in devising the 
new veto, but was unable to interpret the 
record of the convention debate suf- 
ficiently to do so. 


The court's ruling led to doomsaymg in 


some quarters that the court will even- 
tually whittle away the amendatory veto 
power until it becomes nothing more 
than a tool for the governor to correct

If 
there had been any, these possibly came 
from outsiders, most likely sent out here 
by some organization in the inner city to 
search for a foothold for starting low-cost 
housing movement.

the pushers for low-cost housing, when 
interviewed by Karen Rugen of the Her- 
ald (Herald, Jan. 12), named a set of

Teacher's Union Needs Controls 


Once again the taxpayers of Illinois 


are being asked to cough up added mon- 
ey to bail out the Chicago public schools; 
which are the most mismanaged, cor- 
rupt, patronage laden entanglement of 
unelected administrators in the history of 
the state. 


We are being asked to aid a school sys- 


tem that has its budget shaped by the 
Chicago Teachers Union, while the pub- 
lic, and the state and city government 
are left in the dark. All this is done un- 
der the guise of collective bargaining. 


The time has come to cut the nonsense 


out of education. A logical first step 
be to reject the demands of the overpaid 
CTU — an organization that has the mis- 
guidance to say 'you will do It our way, 
or not at all.'

figures is that they are just bare statis- 
tics and as such prove nothing. She will 
need to dig much, much deeper for facts 
to support the above mentioned resolu- 
tion. Village officials will want to know 
the number of families with low and 
modeate-income, amount of their in- 
come, what kind homes they occupy now 
and what rents they pay, are they long- 
time residents or have moved in 
recently; if so, did they come here on 
their own or have been planted by the 
low-cost housing pushers from outside. 
Above all, the human relations committee 
will have to sell its idea to the people 
whose tax dollars will be needed to help 
finance the construction of such homes. 


It is unrealistic to preach that low-cost 


housing will promote equality in the com- 
munity, upgrade human rights and give 
equal opportunity to all people — do 
away with all social and economic ills. 
To the contrary — it will bring into the 
community more poor people, abridge • 
the rights of others, multiply social, civil, 
educational and economic problems and 
burden the homeowners with heavier 
taxes, It may also bring-in some undesi- 
rable elements, which could lead to in- 
crease in crime. It has worked out that 
way in most communities where low-cost 
housing was accepted. 


But that isn't all. Because of the lack 


of proper maintenance and neglect by 
the tenants, the low-cost housing struc- 
tures will slowly disintegrate into dis- 
repair and eventually become slums. 
This is the

why the 


citizenry is so firmly set against such 
projects 
in their 
communities. How 


many Mount Prospect residents would 
want something like this to happen in our 
peaceful, clean and friendly village?

punctuation and spelling in bills sent to 
him by the lawmakers. 


Of immediate concern are some 41 oth- 


er bills to which the governor also added 
amendatory clauses of varying scope and 
which were approved by the governor. 


It is inevitable that some or many of 


these bills will wind up in court tests and 
the Supreme Court will likely look at the 
validity of the amendatory veto in each 
case. 


One prominent member of the Con- 


stitutional Convention remarked recently 
that the court's decision on questions 
concerning the new constitution will be 
based solely on what the constitution 
says, with little weight given to debate 
about what the delegates intended. - 


However, by examining the record of 


the convention in arriving at its decision 
on the parochiaid bills, the court in- 
dicated that it is interested in what the 
convention had in mind concerning the 
amendatory veto. 


Some delegates to the convention have 


said it was indicated to them when the 
veto power was voted on that the amen- 


datory veto was meant only to give the 
governor the power "to dot the i's and 
cross the t's" in legislation which may 
have been sloppily written. 


However, John G. Woods of Arlington 


Heights, one of the sponsors of the amen- 
datory veto clause, maintains that the 
authors of it indeed intended to provide 
the governor with "broad discretionary 
authority" in revising legislation sent to 
him by the General Assembly. 


"One of the principles of a good con- 


stitution is flexibility," Woods declared. 
"The carping critics miss the point that 
this is a document meant to last 100 
years." 


The authors of the amendatory veto in- 


tended, said Woods, that the concept be 
refined and defined by the Supreme 
Court, and he said he believed the jus- 
tices are correct in taking a cautious ap- 
proach in that task. 


While neither agreeing nor disagreeing 


with the court's ruling on the school aid 
bills, he did agree that substitution of en- 
tirely new legislation by the governor ex- 
ceeds the intent of the constitutional pro- 
vision. 


"The court will undoubtedly take each 


bill as it comes and decide whether or 
not the amendments are proper," he 
said. But there is no reason to assume 
that because of its action in this case 
that it will strike down all amendatory 
vetoes, he added 


W o o d s expressed 
optimism that 


through a gradual approach by the court, 
the amendatory veto will survive as a 
modern tool by which the governor and 
the legislature can arrive at a common 
understanding on difficult legislation.

Icy. John Price Jones, Inc., just formed 
through merger of two of the oldest and 
largest firms in the business, which he 
said consists of a score of national firms 
and a substantial number of professional 
staff workers for colleges, 
hospitals, 


foundations and other institutions 


Brakeley said one set of challenges to 


the right to give according to one's own 
desires and conscience comes from the 
bureaucrats who not only would like to 
reduce tax exemption for giving but 
would love to change the rules so they 
could, in effect, manipulate most private 
giving and get credit for it. 


ME SAID OTHER challenges come 


from those militants who constantly talk 
about "reordering priorities in American 
social philosophy." These chaps would 
like things arranged so people would be 
free In the main to give only to causes 
and activities of which they approve.

Written Offer To Buy A 
Home Is Legal Contract 


Warm weather brings out prospective 


home buyers by the droves But before 
making an offer to buy a home, a person 
should be sure that it is right for his 
family and his bankbook, advises the Illi- 
nois State Bar Association. 


A person's written offer to buy a home 


becomes a binding legal contract as soon 
as he signs it and the seller accepts it, 
according to the ISBA's pamphlet, "Buy- 
ing A Homo." The pamphlet suggests 
thnt a formal offer or purchase agree- 
ment should include the following provi- 
sions' 


U) Your offer — the amount you arc 


willing to pay for the property. 


(2) The amount of money deposited 


with the contract as evidence of your 
good intentions. 


(3) Arrangement for paying off the bat- 


once, including a statement as to the in- 
terest rate, term and amount of any 
mortgage loan which is to be sought. 


(4) A cancellation clause releasing you 


from the agreement and providing for re- 
turn of your earnest money if financing 
cannot be obtained on the desired terms. 


(5) A request for proof that the seller 


has a clear title and owns the property 
free of encumbrances such as unpaid 
taxes or liens for unpaid services of con- 
tractors or suppliers. 


(6) The proration of taxes and other 


charges. The offer should specify who is 
going to pay taxes, assessments and oth- 
er charges which may have accrued 
when the buyer takes possession. 


(7) The dates for closing the transac- 


tion and possession by the buyer. 


(8) A list of personal property included 


in sale. An itemized list of all movable 
articles which go with the house, in- 
cluding carpeting, drapes, awnings and 
iitorm windows. 


(9) Provision for fire and extended 


coverage insurance protecting the buy- 
er's interest up to the possession date. 


If you have retained a real estate bro- 


ker, he may prepare the purchase agree- 
ment for you by adapting a printed form 
to your particular transaction. The bro- 
ker's obligation is performed once the 
buyer and seller sign this document.

Most U. S. Auto Trips Are 
For Less Than Five Miles 


Americans drove their cars about 930 


billion miles In 1071 with more than half 
of all trips under five miles. 


Bused on several studies, the Automo- 


bile Manufacturers Association finds that 
most trips are short and made for a vari- 
ety of reasons. 


Nearly 37 per cent of the trips involve 


making a living, either commuting be- 
tween home and job or driving on busi- 
ness. Eight of 10 commuters go by car 
and drive an average 9.4 miles from 
home to job in 16 minutes. 


Family business, such as shopping or 


trips to doctors and dentists, account for 
31 per cent of car trips and average 11 
mites. Trips for educational, civic and 
religious purposes make up less than 10 
per cent of the total and run less than 10 
miles. 


About 23 per cent of all trips involve 


social and recreational use with most 
longer than 20 miles. Vacations on the 
average run slightly over 330 miles with 
the average car carrying three or four 
persons. 


The total breakdown on trip length: 54 


per cent under five miles, about 20 per 
cent between five and 10 miles, 18 per 
cent between 10 and 20, and 8 per cent 
over 20.

TOKYO (UPI) — At first glance, the 


life of an American business executive in 
Tokyo must look like a dream world to 
his friends back home.

foothold in Japan will not flinch at pay- 
ing more than ever to keep "Our Man in 
Tokyo" going. 


American corporations have more than 


$1 billion invested here Economists at 
the U.S. Embassy guess that the annual 
returns on invested capital and leases of 
patents to Japanese firms run between 60 
and 80 per cent a year. 


"SOME COMPANIES are doing better 


in Japan than they are in America," 
says George I. Purdy, president of 
Dresser Japan Ltd., the Japanese off- 
shoot of the big American oil equipment 
maker. 


"Expense is not the problem for the 


American company going into Japan," 
says A. Cushman May, vice president 
and general manager of the Chase Man- 
hattan Bank in Tokyo." The problem is 
getting the Japanese to let you in" 


About 17,000 Americans live in Japan 


as private US. citizens. Besides busi- 
nessmen, 
they include missionaries, 


scholars, students and Japanese-Ameri- 
cans on extended visits. 


Despite many inducements, companies 


insist it is not easy to recruit suitable 
executives for Tokyo assignments. 


Many big companies offer a bonus of 


10 per cent of base pay to any man who 


will go overseas. In addition there are 
cost of living allowances that vary from 
country to country. In Japan, one of the 
most expensive countries in the world, 
these can run as high as 25 per cent. 


Besides ability, "Our Man in Tokyo" 


must have a wife willing to adapt to Ja- 
pan. 


"I find there is no happy medium in 


regard to women," says Purdy, who also 
is president of the American Chamber of 
Commerce here. "They either eat up life 
in Japan, or they hate it completely. If 
the companies are smart, they consider 
the wife very carefully before sending 
the man over." 


In Tokyo, rents are a special expense 


item. There never have been enough 
Western style houses or apartments for 
the growing colony of businessmen and 
diplomats in the Japanese capital. 


A NEW APARTMENT in a choice lo- 


cation, with three bedrooms, two bath- 
rooms, a combined living-dining room 
and kitchen, can cost from $1,400 a 
month up. 


Most companies require the man in Ja- 


pan to pay a share of the rent equal to 
that of comparable housing back home. 
The company makes up the difference. 


For most companies, the rent contribu- 


tion is outside the regular allowances. So 
is the cost of sending children to any of 
the six private schools in Tokyo that 
serve English-speaking children. Tuition 
at the overcrowded schools runs from 
$800 to $1,300, depending on the child's 
age. 


Many companies also provide a maid, 


or assign a woman from the office to 
assist the wife of "Our Man in Tokyo" on 
a part time basis. 


The executive's wife may hold a diplo- 


ma from a good American University, 
but she becomes a functional illiterate 
the day she sets foot in Japan. The tele- 
phone book is in Japanese. She can't lo- 
cate a plumber, much less tell him in 
Japanese to come over and fix the sink. 


Some wives adapt well. They learn 


"shopping Japanese" and revel in Tok- 
yo's bizarre social life. 


Others don't. They become captive cus- 


tomers of a handful of supermarkets that 
stock European and American foods at 
staggering markups, and hire English- 
speaking personnel. 


IN SUCH STORES, even the Japanese 


products the woman buys, like marga- 
rine, will sell for 30 per cent more than 
in an ordinary Japanese store. Many 
shoppers never learn this. 


Some women are so fearful of getting 


lost in a country where few people speak 
English that they will go for years with- 
out ever riding a Japanese subway or 
bus. 


The husband's car and chauffeur also 


shield him from bruising contact with 
Japanese life. Streets in Japan have no 
names, and most signs are printed only 
in Japanese. Especially in the early 
stages he ran't find anything, so the car 
is laid on. 


With all these extras, the $30,000 a 


year man in America easily becomes a 
$60,000 a year man, or more, in Tokyo.

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Collecting Coins

Webster defines a commemorative as: 


"An object or an act tending to formally 
preserve the remembrance of some- 
t h i n g ." In numismatics a com- 
memorative may be round, square or ob- 
long — usually struck on both sides with 
a design and/or worded message paying 
tribute to a specific person, event or pe- 
riod of historical significance. 


Most commemorative pieces are round 


simply because coins are round, and a 
study shows that once the coinage of a 
new country works its way through an 
initial period of patriotic symbolisms it 
invariably turns commemorative, 


An immediate example of this is the 


hard currency of the United States. 
From 1793 to 1009 each side of every coin 
was dominated by all of the proper ab- 
stract symbols associated with our politi- 
cal intentions. But in 1909 the Lincoln pe- 


riod became a political expedient of in- 
exhaustable value and consequently Mr. 
Lincoln was immortalized on a coin. 


A coin will go where the printed word 


could never go, and because of this, ego- 
centrics like Alexander, Cleopatra, Cae- 
sar and Ptolemy pounced on the idea of 
using it as a means of preserving their 
likenesses for posterity. 


CHINA USED the coin to spread the 


legend of the dragon. The "Dhow," Ku- 
wait's pearl ship of the 18th century, is 
continually immortalized on her coinage 
Monarchial lineage has been perpetuated 
on currency and Ireland pays homage to 
domesticated farm animals, Canada to 
wildlife. 


But what about the "coin" itself? It is 


sought by collectors as an object of com- 
memoration rather than an object to be 
commemorated. 


With the advent of the numistamp, that 


Do-It- 


Stairs that squeak and creak are both 


annoying and potentially dangerous. The 
noise is a sound of wear, of loose boards 
or of faulty construction. 


Bannisters that won't bear your weight 


if you fall and hang on are worse than no 
bannisters at all. At least without them 
you won't have a false sense of security. 
As something merely decorative they are 
unsafe. 


You should understand how a stairway 


is constructed. The tread is the horizon- 
tal board, the one you step on. The riser 
is the vertical board on which the tread 
rests. Generally the tread hangs out over 
the riser for an inch or so and molding 
covers the seam on the underside. 


A handrail on the outside or the open 


side of a stairway is supported at the 
front end by a newell post. Balusters are 
small posts supporting the rails between 
rait and step. Rails along a wall are sup- 
ported by special brackets fastened to 
the wall. 


FRICTION BETWEEN the tread and 


riser is the cause of squeaking. If the 
treads are nailed to the riser, use nails 
or screws to reinforce them. If they have 
been fitted with tongue and groove con- 
struction, use wedges. 


If you are uncertain of the construction 


and there are nails in full view, pry off 
the molding to check. 


If the tread was nailed, drive finishing 


nails In pairs slanted toward each other 
through the tread and into the riser. You 
will have to force the tread down. 


Long thin wood screws can be used. 


Countersink the heads so they are below 
the surface. 


If the stairs .are of tonue and groove 


construction, remove the molding and 
drive thin wood wedges into the joint. 
Coat the wedge with glue for added 
strength. Trim off the excess wedge. 


If the rail is loose, check the newell 


post that supports it. Whether fastened to 
wall, floor or stair strengthen with addi- 
tional wood screws. Use angle irons if 
necessary. Rotted posts (a condition that 
can happen outdoors) should be re- 
placed. 


RAILS FASTENED to the wall can loo- 


sen due to the loosening of the brackets 
that support them. Replace loose screws. 
If driven into plaster use anchors, toggle 
bolts or expanding shields. If you can lo- 
cate the studs in the wall it's wise to run 
long screws into the stud.

The idea of the numistamp is catching 


on quite rapidly throughout the United 
States, and in time 120 such pieces repre- 
senting every coin issued by the United 
States since 1793 will make up a com- 
plete type set. 


Whether or not the limited edition of 


4,000 serially numbered pieces is entirely 
committed by the time the small cent 
series is completed is anybody's guess.

The play was simple enough. The club 


lead was taken in dummy. Trumps were 
drawn with two leads and South led the 
six of diamonds. West played low and 
dummy's jack lost to East's king. Back 
came the jack of hearts and our hero 
played the queen. West took his king, led 
a second heart and the defense scored 
four tricks and 100 points. 


The finesse would have some justifica- 


tion in a match-point game. Give East 
the king of hearts and South would have 
his overtrick. At rubber bridge it repre- 
sented the height of folly. 


South couldn't lose his contract if East 


held the heart king because he could still 
play East for that card after rising with 
the ace this first time. He would still go 
down if East held both top diamonds and 
no king of hearts. In that case there 
would be no play for the contract. As the 
cards lay, the ace play would insure it.

A s s o c i a t i o n of University Women 
(AAUW) discuss these and other con- 
sumer-oriented subjects, and during the 
month they are researching, clipping ar- 
ticles and reading up on next month's 
topic.

ber. J970. Each branch studies topics of 
interest to the chairman of the group and 
the members, but they all receive infor- 
mation of state and national legislation 
and other resource materials from the 
state Dollar's Worth Chairman. 


CURRENTLY, state study groups are 


participating in a consumer education 
survey to Increase awareness of what lo- 
cal schools provide in the way of con- 
sumer education and to discover what 
elements are essential to a good pro- 
gram, according to Mrs. William Duen- 
sor, Mount Prospect, chairman of "A 
Dollar's Worth" for the Northwest Subur- 
ban Branch of AAUW. 


Local groups are to check with their 


school districts to find out what, if any, 
kind of consumer education is being 
taught, fill out and return forms sent to 
them by the state chairman. Forms will 
be summarized and some suggestions 
made on how to handle consumer educa- 
tion. Copies will be sent to the state 
School Problems Commission, the Illi- 
nois Education Association curriculum 
committee and district superintendents, 
according to Mrs. Duenser. 


The Northwest Suburban study group 


Is taking part in a transportation study 
of the northwest suburbs conducted by 
Harper College to determine if the needs 
of the people are being met through 
existing facilities. The study is in con- 
junction with AAUW's "This Beleaguered 
Earth" study group. 


MEETINGS ARE informal - held in 


the homes of the members — and baby- 
sitting service for pre-schoolers is pro- 
vided. Northwest Suburban's study group 
meets the second Wednesday of the 
month at 9:15 a.m.

"Our country has no insurance benefits 
for being healthy or any setup for pre- 
ventntive health insurance."

cal programs practiced in otter parts of 
the world. 


Members of the group added facts they 


had accumulated during the month. One 
discussed the three major health plans 
being considered by Congress and their 
pros and cons. Some asked questions, 
others answered them. The discussion 
was lively with even the newest mem- 
bers participating. 


WHY DO THEY join? Mrs. Duenser 


explained, "I'd been bothered for a long 


time about a lot of consumer problems 
and didn't know exactly what channels to 
proceed through to solve them." 


Group members have become action, 


as well as education-oriented. They have 
gathered the names of federal, state and 
local agencies that deal with hundreds of 
areas of consumerism. A card file they 
have compiled tells one where to go, 
whom to contact, how to file complaints 
and how to get action. 


"There are about 12 of us at every 


meeting," Mrs. Duenser said. "Most ev- 
eryone has children and we bring them 
along. The ones who do come are ex- 
tremely interested. If we discuss some- 
thing we feel should be explained to our 
branch members, we bring it up at meet- 
ings. We've done so several times and 
have gotten pretty good response from 
the membership at large." 


"A Dollar's Worth" is in charge of the 


program for the Feb. 17 meeting of 
Northwest Suburban AAUW, which will 
be held at Trinity Lutheran Church, Al- 
gonquin Road and Fifth Avenue, Des 
Plaines, at 8 p.m. They will show the 
film, "Consumerism" by Bess Myerson 
Grant, and then break into discussion 
groups.

will look into invasion of privacy, in- 
cluding the vast amount of information 
kept on private citizens by credit offices. 
Next year the entire year will be spent 
looking into budgets and finding out how 
money is spent and how it could be 
spent. , 


"We will consider ways of solving hu- 


man problems by changing budget prior- 
ities," Mrs. Duenser said. "We are espe- 
cially interested in a study of priorities. 
For every tax dollar spent, 65 cents is for 
Pentagon products — that leaves only 35 
cents for life."

Winter survival of the plants in your 


garden is now becoming critical. 


Whether you know it or not, you have a 


lot to do with whether your evergreens 
have green buds or br'own ugly areas 
come April. 


Winter-burn means excessive drying of 


the plant due to cool weather,and high 
winds. Winter-burn to evergreen is like 
dehydration to people. 


Evergreens of all types, including aza- 


leas and rhododendron, • are subject to 
winter-burn, This is because evergreens 
transpire (lose moisture)-year round, in- 
stead of going dormant like leaf-losing 
trees do. 


• If you don't give evergreens enough 
water when they go into winter, you are 
risking a fifty-fifty chance of winter- 
burn. 


ONE WAY TO reduce moisture loss 


now when you can't water is to coat ev- 
ergreens with Wilt-Pruf. 


Wilt-Pruf does not harm the plants, 


contaminate them or otherwise poison 
them. It simply coats the leaves with a 
plastic vapor lock. It does no more harm 
than wrapping a Christmas present up in 
paper. And by spring the plastic coating 
will have eroded away. 


It will take two applications a.month 


apart and must be done when the tem- 
perature is above freezing. 


Mulching the soil around the plants 


with wood chips, sawdust, leaves, straw 
or Christmas tree branches will prevent 
deep freezing and maintain root activity 
to provide a steady sap flow to the tops 
of the plants. 


NEWLY-PLANTED trees can be pro- 


tected against winter injury if their 
trunks (from the lowest branch to the 
ground) are wrapped in brown paper or 


aluminum foil. The paper provides pro- 
tection from freezing and thawing dam- 
age and also against borers next sum- 
mer. If you have sweated through a 1971 
filled with white birch borers, the paper 
idea is a good one to remember.

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They're Born Of Ideas 


Games Are Big Business 


by JOYCE GABRIEL. 


NEW YORK - (NEA) - Television 


may be the best thing that has ever hap- 
pened to the game industry. When the 
small screen first entered American 
homes, game manufacturers shuddered. 
They thought their market tvotild be se- 
riously hurt by the electronic wonder. 


Instead of hurting the game market, 


however, TV helped it. Television kept 
people at home evenings. When some of 
the novelty of TV watching wore off, 
people were still at home and looking for 
ways to entertain themselves. Games 
were one form of entertainment and 
sales boomed. 


The game industry is big business. Ed 


Parker, president of the 88-year-old 
Parker Brothers firm, says his company 
creates approximately 15 new games a 
year. If they get one million-dollar seller 


out of IS they consider themselves lucky. 
Monopoly, the company's biggest seller, 
was created in 1934. Over two and one- 
half million sets are still sold each year. 


UNFORTUNATELY for game manu- 


facturers, not every game sells as well. 
Parker recalled one game that everyone 
thought was a sure-fire winner. It was 
tested on people. They loved it. Buyers 
bought it. The game was called, "Hey, 
Pa, There's a Goat on the Roof." The 
object of the three-dimensional game 
was to move goats from inside the 
"house" to the "roof." Perhaps the 
name had something to do with what 
happened to the "sure-fire success." It 
bombed. 


The company has a staff of "idea 


men" who think up game premises. Most 
of these thinkers are industrial engi- 
neers. 


"They have creativity, and they also 


know what will work and what won't" 
Parker explained. . 


Once a game is devised, it is tested 


on a sample group. Children between the 
ages of 8 and 15 are the biggest game 
buyers. 
"Younger than eight, children 


aren't entertained by games for very 
long," Parker explains. "Once they hit 
15, dating and cars take over, and the 
interest in games decreases until they 
become young marrieds." 


PARKER BROTHERS is based in Sa- 


lem, Mass., and they use students at the 
elementary and high schools and at the 
college in town as test groups for their 
games. 


The company has scored successes 


with such games as Sorry, Risk, Rook, 
Pit, Careers and Clue.

with day care are infant care including 
well-baby health care, latch-key care for 
children after and before school hours, 
night-time care, special services for re- 
tarded and handicapped and provision of 
more day care homes. 


FAMILIES USING day care service 


should pay according to their ability, the 
League suggests, but the remainder of 
the cost should be made up of public and 
private funds with the federal govern- 
ment bearing the major financial respon- 
sibility. If funding is limited, services 
should go first to low-income families, 
regardless of whether the family is re- 
ceiving public assistance. 


The League feels that the state should 


take an active role in securing funds 
from public and private sources, in- 
cluding encouraging local participation 
and funding from business, industry and 
unions. 


The League asks that the state contin- 
ue to license day care facilities and to 
set and enforce standards, particularly 
in the areas of physical setting and staff. 
Program responsibility League members 
feel, should be at the local level. Present 
licensing procedures by the state 'are 
generally 
acceptable, 
the 
consensus 


states, but Leagues felt that overly strict 
or overly complicated licensing should 
not be permitted to inhibit the setting up 
of a facility. 


The Leagues also saw a role for the 


state in promoting in-service training of 
personnel and for community colleges in 
providing training programs for day care 
staff. 


Following this agreement on principles 


of an adequate day care program in the 
state, the League will work for appro- 
priate legislation.

One exception — and a mistake, eco- 


nomically — was the Tiny Tim game the 
company put out a couple of years ago. 
It had virtually no premise. Its selling 
point was the pop star's name — but it 
didn't work. 


Sometimes game ideas come from out- 


side the company, through letters from 
people. The classic example of this type 
of game idea is Monopoly. It was created 
by Charles Darrow and was based on the 
economic theory of Henry George, who 
said the only valid taxes were taxes on 
property. Darrow parlayed George's the- 
ory into a money-making game. 


PARKER IS often asked why the 


streets on the Monopoly game board are 
named after those .'in Atlantic City, N.J. 
It seems Darrow grew up in Philadelphia 
and spent every summer in Atlantic City, 
so when he constructed the game board, 
resort town. 


Recently, 
Atlantic City erected 
a 


plaque in honor of Darrow's contribution 
to the city's fame. Appropriately, the 
plaque is at the corner of Boardwalk and 
Park Place. 


Ed Parker doesn't think up game ideas 


himself. But he is the undisputed champ 
at making up game rules. 


"It's difficult to write game rules," 


Parker explains. "First you must learn 
the game thoroughly by playing it a lot. 
But, once you know the game well, it's 
easy to assume that the people for whom 
you're writing the rules know as much as 
you do. They don't. The rules have to be 
written in such a way that someone who 
has never played the game before will be 
able to understand them." 


Parker chuckled.^ 
"DURING THE FIRST year Monopoly 


was out," he said, "the rules were rew- 
ritten seven times." 


One rule that still confuses some 


people is what to do when, during the 
course of play, one runs out of plastic 
houses. Some people substitute other ob- 
jects for them. Actually, the number of 
houses in each game is limited, so that 
one way a player can establish a mo- 
nopoly is to own all the houses. When he 
does, no other player can put houses on 
his lots. 


Parker admits that even he is not un- 


beatable at Monopoly, but be recently 
beat a man who claimed he was world 
champ of the game.

Ground chuck can be kept for three to 


six months if the temperature is kept at 
constant zero. The most simple and best 
way is to let it thaw in the refrigerator. 
However, if you want a quick defrosting, 
put it in a watertight wrapper in cold 
water or in a closed double paper bag at 
room temperature. These methods help 
keep the surface of the meat cool and 
protect against the growth of bacteria.

The 4.1 million veterans scheduled to 


get a record $286 million in dividends on 
World Wars 1 and 11 life insurance pol- 
icies will receive checks during the first 
six months of the year. 


The dividends are ordinarily paid on 


the anniversary dates of individual pol- 
icies during the course of the whole year, 
but payment in 1972 will be accelerated 
so all dividends will be paid in the first 
six months. 


Administrator of Veterans Affairs Don- 


ald E. Johnson also announced that in- 
terest rates on dividends left on credit 
or deposit with the agency were in- 
creased effective January 1. 


JOHNSON NOTED that 3.0 million 


holders of World War II National Service 
Life Insurance (NSLI) policies will get a 
total of $263 million, averaging $68 per 
policy. 


Another 155,000 veterans with World 


War I United States Government Life In- 
surance (USGLI) policies can expect $21 
million in dividends averaging $135 per 
policy. All veterans due dividends should 
have them by about April 15, he said. 


The VA chief pointed out that 1372 pay- 


ments will mark the fifth consecutive 
year that dividends on NSLI policies 
have been increased. He also observed 
that USGLI policyholders will receive the 
largest regular dividends since 1953. 


Dividends result from increased inter- 


est earnings in NSLI and USGLI trust 
funds. He stressed that veterans need not 


contact VA to receive the dividends, 
since they will be paid automatically. 


Interest paid veterans on dividends left 


with the agency was increased effective 
Jan. l from 4.25 to 4.5 per cent on NSLI 
dividends, and from four to 4.25 per cent 
on USGLI dividends, he said. 


He noted that the dividends left on 


credit in NSLI and USGLI trust funds 
are used to pay delinquent premiums, if 
any, to prevent lapse of policy. 


Exceptions are made, he pointed out, 


where veterans have requested in writ- 
ing that their dividends be paid in cash, 
or have elected some other option.

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Local Rent Hikes Vary 


by LEA TONKIN 


Last week's new ruling on residential 


rental units by the Cost of Living Council 
has not cleared up the confusion on 
Phase II increases for managers of large 
Northwest Suburban complexes. 


The council ruling, touted as a "de- 


control" measure for 45 per cent of the 
nation's residential rental units applies 
to a limited number of area apartments. 
Exempted from controls on Jan. 19 are 
those owner-occupied dwellings of four or 
less units with leases longer than one 
month; single family homes in which the 
landlord has four or less units and a 
lease for longer than one month; and 
those apartments renting for $500 a 
month or more. 


Apartment Council of Metropolitan Chi- 


cago executive officer Mayer Singerman 
indicated that there are some luxury 
apartments renting for more than $500 a 
month in the suburbs but that most are 
concentrated on the north side of Chi- 
cago. The smaller rental units, known as 
two flats and three flats etc. do not make 
up a large percentage of the Northwest 
-Suburban rental market as indicated by 
Elk Grove Township assessor Charles 
Hotllmair. 


THIS LEAVES a range of rent hikes 


open to the owners and managers of area 
complexes under Phase II regulations. 
The 2 '/a per cent cost-of-Iiving increase is 
allowed across the board. 


The big question mark is the amount of 


property tax reflected in rents. Several 
area management firms have indicated 
that they may not increase rents to re- 
flect these taxes, as allowed under the 
guidelines because of stiff competition in 
the apartment market.

Baird & Warner, Inc., which manages 


several thousand residential rental units 
in the Chicago metropolitan area earlier' 
announced rent increases averaging 5 to 
8 per cent. William D. Sally, vice presi- 
dent and general manager of the firm's 
property management division said pre- 
viously that property tax increases, if re- 
flected in rent hikes, could boost prices 
as much as 19 per cent. 


However the firm has not made a final 


decision of whether or not to hike rents 
this full amount according to a Baird &' 
Warner spokesman early this week. Sally 
had indicated that the competition in the 
northwest suburban apartment market 
would keep the lid on:rent increases. 


Some apartment management firms 


are adding a rider to new leases as they 
come up for renewal. This would allow a 
rent increase to reflect the new property 
tax bills coming out this year said Lo- 
renz Garcia, head of the property man- 
agement division for Quinlan & Tyson, 
Inc. The firm manages almost 4,000 units 
in the North and Northwest Suburban 
areas. 


"THE Q&T FIRM is basing new rental 


prices on the increase in the last tax bill 
over the previous period," according to 
Garcia. This means that the tenant gets 
a definite rent price' figure in a new 
lease. He said the increases are at least 
2Vz per cent as allowed for cost of living 
factors. In addition a proportionate share 
of the tax increase is added to the rental 


prices. He said it will range in general 
from 7% per cent to 12 per cent. 


Garcia does not like this formula for 


rental increases since the-tenant in the • 
highest, price range is subject to. the •,..

"Honestly answered, these questions

fames have changed. It's now possible to 
obtain mortgage loans with as little as 5

"Private mortgage insurance permits 


a lender to give a 90 per cent mortgage 
with the top 20 per cent insured," Goss 
said "Federally chartered savings and 
loan associations are even now permitted 
to make 95 per cent mortgage loans — 
provided the top is protected by private 
mortgage insurance This means a house 
with a maximum pnce of $31,578 can be 
obtained with a $30,000 loan The down 
payment — $1,578," Goss said. 


He points out the real difficulty of hav- 


ing a set rule applying to everyone add- 
ing that there are an increasing number 
of financing programs available to >ielp 
young families over the down payment 
barrier "The younger generation is ex- 
pert at throwing old rules and proce- 
dures aside and creating its own life 
style. The house buying rule-of-thumb 
should be one of those discarded to bring 
the dream of a home of their own within 
the reach of thousands of young families 
who haven't yet realized they can afford 
it," Goss concluded

Recognize Office Needs 


Helping a prospective office tenant to 


recognize his actual requirements for 
space is even more important for leasing 
in the suburbs than in the city, according 
to Joe Ripka, Romanek-Golub and Co. 
leasing consultant. 


"This is particularly true in dealing 


with 
occupants of relatively small 


spaces," said Ripka, who in recent 
weeks has concentrated on leasing Wai- 
den Office Square, Schaumburg 
The 


first of the three five-story buildings that 
will make up Schaumburg's first office 
complex is near completion, with occu- 
pancy starting in January. 


"We have found that many potential 


suburban lessees have two major states 
of mind — apprehension and inertia — 
when they are presented an opportunity 
to move into a new building," said How- 
ard Berg, also of Romanek-Golub, who is 
leasing 
director 
for 
Walden 
Office 


Square. 


First, he explained, they are worried 


about costs and occupancy dates — and 
whether they will fit into a big, modern 
building, instead of the one-story struc- 
ture or walk-up space over a store they 
may have been occupying. Then there is 
concern 
about distance 
from 
their 


homes, and from their clients or custom- 
ers. Finally, they are generally unfamil- 
iar with leasehold improvements — the 
way new space can be designed to meet 
their specific needs. 


A prospect's business history some- 


times helps to explain his frame of mind, 
Ripka said, "take the case of an attor- 
ney, a CPA or other professional man, 
an independent salesman or possibly a 
commercial artist, for example. He ei- 
ther comes out of school or cuts away 
from a salaried job. At the start, he may 
work out of an extra room in his home. 


It's great — he no longer must commute 
to a distant office, and his overhead is 
nil 


"But as his business grows, he finds 


it's inconvenient to receive customers in 
his home In addition he finds himself 
involved with household chores or family 
taxi service, in the middle of what should 
be his working day," Ripka said. 


"He makes another break, renting of- 


fice space above a pharmacy or hard-* 
ware store, in a corner of a real estate 
b u i l d i n g or similar facility. Until 
recently, with development of office com- 
plexes like Walden Office Square, that 
was the only space available in most 
suburbs. 


"But eventually, realize it or not, he 


outgrows this space. Or he is out of the 
mainstream. And his clients probably 
dislike climbing 20 or 25 steps to reach 
his orfice. He may even realize that his 
sales would increase and he'd do better 
generally in the lively business environ- 
ment of a modern, well-planned facility. 


"Regardless, he still may be reluctant 


to move," Ripka said. As apprehensions 
are being dispelled, prospective lessees 
indicate the plus factors they would seek 
if and when they were to relocate their 
offices, Berg said. "We are able to point 
out that in both location and planning, 
the Walden offices will fulfill these 
needs, whether a tenant requires a single 
office, an entire 15,000-square-foot floor 
or more," he added. 
, Design of the buildings, by architects 
Barancik, Conte and Associates for de- 
velopers William J. Walsh and Associ- 
ates and McCormick Investments, Inc., 
will provide for flexible space utilization, 
Berg said 


Other features listed by prospects as 


desirable are as follows: office facilities 
equal to Class A downtown; convenience 
to transportation, 
adequate 
parking, 


pleasant atmosphere; nearness to em- 
ploye's homes; access to shopping facil- 
ities; and near dining and meeting facil- 
ities.

Assets of the savings and loan business 


in 1971 grew by $30 i billion, up 17.1 per 
cent. This increase in assets equaled the 
gain for the previous 42 months Savings 
jumped by 19.2 per cent to $28 2 billion. 
This was equal to the previous 51-month 
gain. 


"The stability of interest rates at asso- 


ciations in the face of declining yields in 
open market instruments has led to a 
surge in savings during the first half of 
January," the report stated. "Associ- 
ations throughout the nation are report- 
ing that gains in the early days of the 
year are at least equaling and sometimes 
topping those of a year ago." 


The Trends Report said that the up- 


surge in savings creates conditions that 
are favorable to an easing in the mort- 
gage lending rate. However the past year 
points up the high elasticity in the de- 
mand for mortgage loans "A minor de- 
cline in the rate brings an increasing 
number of families into the mortgage 
market," the,Trends concluded. "These 
entries reinforce demand and, thus, ar- 
rest a sharp decline in the cost of mort- 
gage money."

Economic stabilization will become 


"economic chaos" if certain unions now 
demanding special treatment in wages 
above the 5.5 per cent guidelines get 
their way, according to Fred C. Tucker 
Jr., Indianapolis, Ind. He was recently 
installed president of the National Asso- 
ciation of Real Estate Boards In Las 
Vegas, Nev. 


Tucker, a member of President Nix- 


on's Rent Advisory Board, urged all 
"Americans to make economic stabiliza- 
tion work." He succeeded Bill N. Brown, 
Albuquerque, N.M., as the head of NA- 
REB, which represents about 500,000 per- 
sons in the real estate field. 


"Most of us will agree that controls 


should be ended as soon as possible," he 
said. "By the same token, they must be 
made to work. Otherwise, we would have 
another round of more chilling inflation, 
we would see our mortgage sources dry 
up, and we would be faced with even 
more restrictive controls, We know what 
happens after that — the road to servi- 
tude, and Big Brother looking over your 
shoulder."

and the needy, he emphasized the NA- 
REB slogan for the year — Sell America 
first — everyday. 


Tucker predicted a dynamic real es- 


tate market in 1972 in most areas "with 
financial resources sufficient to assure a 
high level of construction, and turnover 
of existing properties." He explained two 
reasons for his optimistic housing outlook 
— the demand from the young buyer and 
the increase in black Americans entering 
the home buying market. "Those be- 
tween 25 and 29 can be expected to pur- 
chase over 600,000 units during 1972. 
Most requently these transactions will in- 
volve existing homes," he said. 


"Over the last decade home ownership 


among blacks has increased at a faster , 
rate than for whites., Currently, more 
than two out of five black households 
own the house they occupy. These im- 
provements have been made possible 
through rising disposable income associ- 
ated with greater educational attain- 
ment," Tucker said. He added that his 
association has been directly involved in 
equal opportunity in housing. "In Balti- 
more, Md., for example, Realtors have 
traveled the second mile in seeing that 
minority groups get housing where they 
want it, and at prices they can afford. 
Realtors in St, Louis," he continued, 
"adopted a code of fair housing practices 
which received praise from the Depart- 
ment of Justice, This is the kind of action 
that we intend to promote this year." 


While saying that Realtors would con- 


tinue to be committed toward doing their 


part to provide housing for the deserving 
poor, especially in the inner city, Tucker 
was critical of the imbalance in current 
welfare programs, and what he called 
the "carrot and stick" dictum. "Work 
and production made this country 
great," he continued. "By insisting that 
welfare recipients become productive, 
we could help to relieve the terrible bur- 
den on the taxpayers of our nation." 


He urged new ways to restore the in- 


ner cities, citing several examples from 
NAREB's Make America Better Pro- 
gram, which has activated hundreds of 
projects in the public good. "In Lancas- 
ter, Pa., the Realtors sparked a program 
to renovate the 100-year-old row houses," 
he said. "In the past year, more than 100 
homes were beautified and rehabilitated; 
the plan is to rehabilitate hundreds 
more. In Salt Lake City, Realtors bought 
two run-down; homes, "renovated them, 
and sold them as pilot projects . ... with 
the goal of improving the inner city. 
Realtors in Florida spent a-year in or- 
ganizing a program to light the night and ' 
reduce crime:" 


He urged the producers and entrepre- 


neurs to take the lead in looking at the 
positive 
accomplishments 
Americans 


have made, and to fight back, at the de- 
structive elements, some under the guise 
of consumerism, who "seem bent on de- 
stroying the values of the free enterprise 
system. The time has come, to say, 
enough^" Mr. Tucker concluded. "Criti- 
cism, sure, but let's make it constructive 
criticism."

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Decision More 
Than Economics 


The notion that renting an apartment 


gams you nothing but worthless rent 
receipts while buying a house is a sound 
investment isn't always true, according 
to a Chicago area real estate expert. 


William D. Sally, vice president of 


Baird & Warner, Inc., and general man- 
ager of the firm's property management 
division, said that when you consider the 
total costs of home ownership, renting 
may be a better bargain. 


"Not that we're trying to discourage 


people from buying homes; we're not," 
he said. "For many people, home own- 
ership 
is ideal." Baird & Warner 


buys and sells homes as well as rents 
and manages apartments, he noted. 


"Many people who think owning is bet- 


ter Ignore the true costs of ownership," 
he said. "The mortgage payments for 
principal and interest are just the start. 
In addition, there are the payments for 
fire and casualty insurance and for real 
estate taxes." 


On the subject of taxes, Sally points 


out that in most areas, real estate taxes 
have increased in recent years, and 
there is no indication that the upward 
movement will stop. 


The homeowner can also expect to pay 


Increasingly more for upkeep and re- 
pairs, such as replacement of the hot wa- 
ter heater, painting and decorating, air 
conditioning and furnace cleaning, roof 
repairs, and landscaping supplies. These 
can amount to 2 per cent of the value of 
the house per year. 


"In addition, the homeowner should 


figure on payments for heat, water, and 
garbage 
collection, things 
a 
renter 


doesn't normally pay extra for," Sally 
said. "On top of that, the homeowner will 
use two to three times more electricity 
than the renter and pay accordingly. 


"So. assuming that a homeowner pays 


S151 monthly on his mortgage principal 
and interest on a $24,000 house, all of 
these extras can easily bring his total 
monthly costs to just under $300. Of 
course, to find this kind of low-priced 
house, hs may have to move for out and 
pay for commuting or a second car." 


The supposition that a home is bound 


to increase in value and return the owner 
a profit when he sells is not always true, 
Sally said. Families who are constantly 
being transferred from one part of the 
country to another are often under pres- 
sure to sell and then buy within a short 
time. Because they aren't always in a 
position to hold out for a good price, they 
may be forced to sell for a lower price 
than they would like. They may then be 
forced to pay a higher price for their 
next home because they don't have time 
to shop around he said. 


In other cases, buyers who sell at a 


profit neglect to take into account the 


Better Building 
Year: Arquilla 


The coming year should be "better 


than average" for the construction in- 
dustry, predicts Robert Arquilla, of 


Robert 
Arquilln 


Burnside Construction Co. in Glenwood. 
He is president of Home Builders Associ- 
ation of Chicagoland. 


Arquilla cited three factors that will 


have great import on the coming year: 
1872 as an election year, a President who 
desires reelection and an economic fore- 
cast that can help produce a better build- 
Ing year than in 1971, 


During many of our past election years 


said Arquilla, it has been politically ex- 
pedient to pass over the construction in- 
dustry and promote other areas of our 
economy which would show the nation 
greater growth. However, said Arquilla, 
this year since our economy is just be- 
ginning to show upward movement after 
being in the doldrums, emphasis on all 
Industry must be made to affect econom- 
ic growth and reduce the unemployment 
that Is now prevalent. 


"This does not 'necessarily mean we 


will have a tremendous year in construc- 
tion," said Arquilla, "but indicates over- . 
all. a better than average year." 


Also contributing to the prediction of a 


better year for builders is Nixon's effort 
to contain inflation, at present through 
Phase II. As cumbersome and complex 
as this is at the moment it appears it will 
serve its purpose, said Arquilla. 


Economic forecasts indicate that the 


building industry should be able to attain 
the estimates (above the near 2.1 million 
units for 1971) and possibly more depend- 
ing on how rapidly other industries in- 
crease their capital expenditures. Ar- 
quilla said. 


"Hopefully, industrial production will 


rise, necessitating capital expenditures, 
but on a sound basis. If it occurs in this 
way, continued Arquilla, there will be 
more than sufficient mortgage funds 
available to finance the housing mar- 
ket," Arquilla said.

"In deciding between renting and buy- 


ing, your decision should include other 
reasons than economic ones,"- Sally 
noted. Here are some considerations: 
Owning a home is desirable if you want a 
larger amount of space than an apart- 
ment usually affords; prefer privacy; 
want a lawn, yard, and garden; enjoy 
routine upkeep and do-it-yourself jobs 
around the house; and want the freedom 
to do what you wish that's usually asso- 
ciated with ownership. 


Sally said renting is preferable if you 


need to change locations frequently; en- 
joy living close in where most apart- 
ments are located; want time to enjoy 
life without being tied to the chores of 
upkeep and maintenance; and want the 
freedom to go elsewhere when your lease 
is up, without the bother of going through 
the often lengthy procedure of a home 
sale.

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New Townhomes Are Announced 
Palatine Bank Reports Assets 


Miller Builders, Inc., homebuilding or- 


ganization, will make its initial entry into 
the townhouse market in 1972 with Olrie 
Salem, a development in Hanover Park. 


The president of the firm, Albert J. 


Miller, broke ground for model homes 
and said the S7& million project will con- 
tain 302 town homes on 33 landscaped 
acres along the north side of Irving Park 
Rd., 1/3 mile east of Harrington Rd. 


The property was recently annexed to 


Hanover Park. A stream which borders 
the north side of Olde Salem flows into a 
man-made lake, adding to recreational 
facilities planned for the development. 


Peter J. Dudek, vice president in 


charge of the single family home division 
of Miller, said there will be both two sto- 
ry and ranch style units with two and 
three bedrooms. "We expect the ranch 
version of the town house to be popular," 
he said, "because it has a built-in ex- 


pandability. Beneath the ranch's sloping 
gable roof, there is an unfinished attic 
area which can be completely at the 
owner's convenience as his family grows. 


"We have planned Olde Salem to re- 


semble, as closely as possible, a single 
family community area. By careful land- 
planning, we have broken up the typical 
'row style' of architecture often found in 
town house developments," said Dudek. 
"Our units'will be set back at varied 


depths with adjoining patios and at- 
riums. This, in addition, to an undulating 
roof line will give an aesthetically pleas- 
ing diversity of style.'' 


Olde Salem town homes will range in 


price from $25,990 to $30,300. 


There will also be a clubhouse and 


. pool, designed in the same traditional 
style as the town homes with colonial 
paneled doors and antiqued siding. 


Ground has already been broken for 


the new Miller development and models 
are expected to be ready in February. 


A 40 per cent growth in total assets

These are an execu- 
tive credit card program and official 
over-the-counter Illinois auto license 
plate sales department. Both services 
were added during 1971. 


VARIED SETBACKS AND rooflines at the Olde Salem 
project in Hanover Park offer a variation of the row 
style architecture often found in townhome projects, 
The development by Miller Builders, Inc., will include 


both two-story and ranch style units. Two and three- 
bedroom models will be available. A clubhouse and 
pool will be in the project.

Acoustical 
Ceiling Is 
Inside Job 


When cold weather stalls outdoor home 


improvements, here is an idea for an in- 
side job, 


Putting up a new acoustical ceiling is 


considered one of the easiest do-it-your- 
self projects, Only ordinary hand tools 
are needed for installation. Tile is com- 
cletely factory-finished and ready to use. 


The 12 x 12-inch size tile is commonly 


applied to 1 x 3-inch furring strips nailed 
at each joist crossing with 8 penny nails. 
Then, tile is applied to the furring strips 
with 3 penny box nails or 9/16-inch 
coated staples spaced six Inches apart. 


Larger 2 x 4-foot lay-in panels are for 


use with suspended ceilings of metal grid 
hung from wire or straps. Such ceilings 
easily conceal new electric wires, pipes 
or ducts. The grid also can be used to 
lower the high ceilings found in many 
older homes. 


As a bonus, an acoustical ceiling can 


absorb up to 70 per cent of the excess 
noise that strikes it, claims the Acoustic- 
al and Insulating Materials Association.

Elect Spillane New President 


The newly-elected president of the 


Home Builders Association of Lake Coun- 
ty, Robert M. Spillane of Hailmar, Inc. 
in Zion, sees 1972 as an excellent year for 
the building industry. This is despite 
some serious problems, such as the sew- 
er ban on the North Shore Sanitary Dis- 
trict, he said. 


Spillane estimates new housing starts 


at between 2.1 million and 2.2 million, 
surpassing 1971 totals. (Figures indicate 
that the 1971 starts will total near 2.1 
million). The reasons for this record, he 
explained, werei a combination of pent-up 
demands for well-located and soundly 
conceived projects plus an ample supply 
of mortgage money at low enough inter- 
est rates. 


One of the most important devel- 


opments occurring recently has been the 
creation of the tandem plan, said Spil- 
lane. This plan created a secondary 
mortgage market through the privately 
owned Federal National Mortgage Asso- 
ciation (Fannie Mae) and the govern- 
ment-run Government National Mort- 
gage-Association (Ginnie Mae). Under 
this program, Spillane continued, Ginnie 
Mae buys mortgages from lenders at a 
price that is more than private investors 
are willing to pay. It then sells-these 
mortgages to Fannie Mae at the open 
market rate and absorbs the difference 
to keep mortgage rates down. 


This is one form of government sub- 


sidy which combined with all others ac- 
counted for 29 per cent of all housing 
starts in 1971. Additional boosts to the 
home building industry will occur, said 
Spillane, because of the recent entry of 
the Federal Home Loan Mortgage Corp. 
into the conventional loan market. In ad- 
dition, Fannie Mae has entered the con- 
ventional loan market for the first time. 


The combination of both of these moves 
could pump hundreds of millions into the 
housing market in 1972 and help to as- 
sure both buyers and builders of an ade- 
quate supply of mortgage funds, Spillane 
said. 


Combining these factors with an elec- 


tion year and what appears to be a re- 
covery of the economy in general, Soil- 


' lane forecasts an increase in prices of 


from 5 to 10 per cent. 


Concerning the sewer ban which has 


virtually stopped construction in the 
North Shore Sanitary District, Spillane 
said, "The bans are a poor solution to 
the problem of overloaded treatment 
plants. I feel that a positive plan to keep 
the plants working until expansion has 
been completed would be in the best in- 
terest of all concerned."

est team — the Conant Cougars. 


Hoffman Estates' only basketball team 


boasts a magnificent 11-2 record. Al- 
though just barely past the halfway point 
in the season, the Cougars have already 
equalled last year's all-time high win 
mark, 11-8. This year's mark also equals 
the total number of victories registered 
the first two years (1965-B7) of varsity 
ball of 11-31. 


In a school that has had only 44 wins

Slim Sue's Stew 


Low Calorie Beef Stew 


If those glorious holiday feasts added 


some unwanted pounds, it's none too 
soon to start shedding them. But do it 
with balanced, reduced-ln calories meals, 
not with nutritionally unsound crash 
diets. And these newly developed recipes 
illustrate that low-cal doesn't necessarily 
mean dull. Both are tasty meat dishes 
that provide the dieter with important 
protein and a satisfied feeling of having 
eaten well. 


Slim Sue's Stew made in a teflon-lined 


skillet or heavy pot needs only one table- 
spoon of oil to brown the lean beef cubes. 
An envelope of au jus gravy mix, only 44 
calories, makes the savory sauce in 
which the meat simmers. Add celery and 
carrots and a serving of the hearty stew 
totals a mere 235 calories. 


Orange Marinated Lamb Chops, made 


with meaty, less expensive shoulder 
chops are a surprising 230 calories per 
serving. Remove all visible tat from lean 
chops and marinate in a tangy mixture 
of orange juice and mini-calorie pre- 
pared yellow mustard. Broil chops on a 
wire rack to allow fat to drain off. 


Accompany either dish with a lettuce 


salad tossed with a low calorie dressing, 
green beans seasoned with lemon juice, 
and bread sticks. Topped off with glasses 
of skim milk and a baked apple, the 
meal is balanced to provide servings

UPI — The more you fuss, the worse it 


looks, says Maggie Waldron, who cooks 
and styles food for advertisements. 


In an interview, the San Francisco 


home economist and food designer said 
it's best to treat everything very simply, 
to display the natural shapes and colors 
of ingredients to best advantage. 


She said overcooking is the most 


serious offense in preparing dishes for 
ads. 


Food photography techniques can help 


home cooks give a professional look to 
family and party fare, she said. But DO 
homemaker is likely to confront some of 
the problems a food stylist faces in day- 
to-day work. 


Miss Waldron said she may have to 


prepare as many as 50 items for an illus- 
tration that will contain perhaps 10. 


"Not everything works the way you 


picture it in your mind," she said. 
"Things sometimes have to be dis- 
carded." 


And sometimes they're discarded for 


you. She recalled a project that called 
for 15 fish dishes photographed on a 
rocky beach. Soon after she'd arranged 
the food, a wave washed everything out 
to sea. Nobody had remembered to check 
the tides. 


IN THE DAYS OF black and white 


television, Mrs. Waldron said, she often 
worked with bright green cakes because 
they photographed better than white 
ones. Color television put an end to that 
but food photography still presents some 
unique problems. Mrs. Waldron said she 
fortifies molds with enormous amounts 
of gelatin if the dishes must be under 
lights for long, and she places ice cream 
on great sheets of dry ice to keep it from 
melting. 


Tricks a home cook can use include a 


glaze for poultry and ham that tastes as 
good as it looks. Mrs. Waldron said mel- 
ted current jelly and soy sauce makes a 
beautiful mahogany-colored glaze if you 
use the" mixture for basting two or three 
times during the last 20 to 30 minutes of 
roasting. A half cup of jelly melted with 
1 tablespoon of soy sauce makes enough 
for a 10-12 pound turkey or ham. 


Mrs. Waldron said it's best to cook

She said she prefers fresh fruit and

She Prefers German Fare 


GERMAN MEATBALLS like his moth- 
•r used to make is one of the special- 
ties Emma Noehring of Des Plainas 
prepares for her husband Max. The 


meatballs are cooked like dumplings 
in boiling water seasoned with vine- 
gar and pickling spices.

Pleasing her husband is her main goal 


in life, so Emma Noehring prepares Ger- 
man food to suit his taste. 


"Max came from Germany and I'm of 


German descent, so we both enjoy hearty 
cooking," Emma said. 


One of Max's favorites is a recipe for 


Koenigsberger Klopse, which Emma 
learned to make from his mother. Trans- 
lated* it means klngsburger dumpling — 
or meat balls cooked like dumplings. 


Emma forms a ground meat mixture 


into balls and cooks them in water sea- 
soned with vinegar and pickling spices. 
Then a gravy is made from the ham- 
burger liquid and served over the boiled 
meat balls. 


"The meat balls are .light in texture 


and have a nice flavor from the pickling 
spices," Emma said. 


As accompaniments for the Koenigs- 


berger Klopse she suggests mashed po- 
tatoes, a vegetable and a salad. -. 


Emma likes to garden as much as she 


likes to cook, and combines the two in- 
terests by growing 'a variety of vege- 
tables which she can utilize in the kitch- 
en. 


One that she grows primarily for a 


German dish is Kale, which is somewhat 
similar to spinach. It must not be picked, 
however, until after a good frost, and 
then the leaves are washed and drained 
several times as you would for spinach. 


"Kale is seldom available in super- 


markets, but can be purchased in Ger- 
man groceries," Emma said. 


Seven or eight pounds are needed to 


serve 8, and after it is cooked and 
chopped, it is cooked again with a 
smoked flavor of the pork. Boiled po- 
smoked flavor of the prok. Boiled po- 
tatoes are all that is needed to complete 
this delicious meal.

Kitchen Notes 


RAW APPLES MAY darken when the 


cut surface is exposed to air, especially 
if the fruit has touched the iron in a knife 
blade or chopper, says the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. Protect cut apples 
from darkening by mixing with fruit 
juice — lemon, orange, grapefruit or 
pineapple. 


IN SELECTING carrots, look for well- 


formed, smooth roots which are well-col- 
ored and firm, according to the U. S. 
Department of Agriculture. Avoid car- 
rots with large green "sunburned" areas 
at the top, which must be trimmed, and 
those which are flabby from wilting or 
which show spots of decay.

One of the really exciting "old town" 


projects In the nation Is Underground At- 
lanta where at night the visitor Is taken 
back to the last century in a brightly-lit, 
gaudy area of shops, tlrinkeries and fine 
restaurants. 


We especially enjoyed a leisurely din- 


ner at Crepes de France, built on the site 
of the first jail ever built in Atlanta. The 
interior is fashioned after a French wag- 
on w i t h booths resembling com- 
partments. 


The menu offered by owners Bob Tur- 


ley and Joseph Duffy Kllraln includes 
beer crepes for luncheon, a number of 
gourmet crepes almost a meal in them- 
selves, and dessert crepes stuffed with 
fresh strawberries, apples or peaches. 


Making your own crepes Is lots of fun 


and in reality with careful planning you 
can serve them to guests with little last- 
minute preparation, Today we'll deal 
with making the crepes themselves, then 
in our next column how to put them to- 
gether with a delightful stuffing of sea- 
food and sauce. 


OUT HOSTS IN Atlanta termed this 


Crepes Neptua. To serve 6, you'll need a 
dozen crepes of about 6 inches in size. To 
make these thin pancakes, sift together 
in a mixing bowl 2/3 cup flour, 1 table- 
spoon white sugar, and 'A teaspoon salt. 


Stir in one at a time, two beaten whole 
eggs, then 2 beaten egg yolks. Add slow- 
ly 1 '/2 cups milk and stir until smooth. 


Next add 2 tablespoons melted butter 


and 1 tablespoon light rum. Blend this all 
very well, then allow to stand for 2 
hours. 


Before your guests arrive, put just a 


little butter in a very hot skillet (9-inch 
size is just right) and then add about 1% 
tablespoons of the batter. The batter 
should just thinly cover the bottom of the 
skillet which is hot enough to set and 
brown the underside of the crepe in a 
minute. 


Use a spatula or small pancake turner 


to flip the crepe, and brown the other 
side in a minute. Long cooking produces ' 
tough crepes. Place crepes on a warm 
platter as each is done. 


These may be held in the oven a rea- 


sonable time for stuffing and baking, 
but not more than an hour. 


Next week, preparing the stuffing and 


sauce and final preparation of Crepes 
Neptua.

Trustees., Jaycees Team Up To Clean Up 


Litter should become less visible in 


Schaumburg and empty glass containers 
should receive more notice as a result of 
two matters discussed Tuesday by the 
village board. 


Environmental committee 
chairman 


Jack Larsen told fellow trustees that 
Schaumburg Jaycees have agreed to pur- 
chase nine 55-gallon steel drums, which 
the club will paint and place around the 
village as litter barrels. The Jaycees also 
will construct proper lids for the con- 
tainers. 


The environmental committee recently 


surveyed the village to find locations 
where litter containers were needed and 
observed 13 such places, said Larsen. 
Five of the locations are on private'prop- 
erty, such as shopping centers, or prop- 
erty owned by the park or school district. 


The Jaycees will purchase the eight re- 
maining barrels plus a ninth for the fire 
hall site, and prepare them for use. The 
village will pay $1 per month per con- 
tainer for weekly trash collection by 
Schaumburg Disposal Co. 


THE TRUSTEES also approved Lar- 


sen's request for a $200 appropriation to 
start a regular glass recycling service, 
with the collection-point at the Schaum- 
burg Fire Station. A trash barrel will be 
located there, so that depositors can dis- 
pose of sacks or cartons used to carry 
glass to the receptacle. 


Arc Disposal Service will place a 10-ton 


receptacle at the fire station, and allow 
the village to build dividers in the recep- 
tacle, for separation of colored glass. 
The first charge will come when the dis- 
posal service empties the receptacle, and 


Larsen said it is expected proceeds from 
the glass will pay for the collection. 


The $200 budget is for the printing of 


leaflets and signs to be placed on the 
receptacle, instructing depositors as to 
what kinds of glass are acceptable. Lar- 
sen said he did not know the cost of the 
dividers, since village employes may be 
able to do the installation. 


Also approved by the board was an ap- 


propriation of up to $100 for an appraisal 
of a house owned by Walter Slingerland 
and situated on property bordering the 
new village hall complex site. The vil- 
lage may purchase the site, said Trustee 
Herb Aigner, chairman of the board de- 
velopment committee.

Village To Use Barbed Wire 
To Surround Two Well Sites 


Vandalism has become so great a 


problem that Wheeling officials have de- 
cided to surround village wells with barb- 
ed wire. 


Village Mgr. George Passolt and sev- 


eral trustees described the need for barb- 
ed wire as "urgent," and the village 
board took special pains to speed the in- 
stallation of the wire. 


The officials said they wanted quick 


action to avoid injury to vandals as well 
as to protect the village property. 


At first village board members talked 


of approving money for barbed wire and 
fences at four sites. However, when they 
realized that the total cost would be 
more than $1,500, the trustees decided to 
approve only two projects at a cost of 
$1,220. 


This allowed the village to buy the 


barbed wire without advertising for bids. 
Competitive bidding is required for proj- 
ects costing more than $1,500. 


The trustees justified this action by 


pointing out that the bidding process is 
time-consuming and that the barbed wire 
should be installed as soon as possible.

money. 


"They consolidated the jobs to save 


money. There isn't that much work," for 
two separate jobs, Arndt said. 


The district already bad notified its po- 


lice security agency that the services of 
the security guards would be terminated 
in February in a move to cut district 
spending. 


Kittendorf was the first aquatics direc- 


tor the district employed. He began his 
job with the district in the summer of 
1970 and supervised both the outdoor 
community pool and the indoor Nep- 
tune's Pool. 


Phillips, who will assume the duties of 


the aquatics director, has had experience 
working as a lifeguard and a pool man- 
ager in addition to the general recreation 
background that qualified him for the 
recreation director post. 


AT THE PARK Board meeting Thurs- 


day board members removed the job de- 
scription for the aquatics director from a 
personnel manual and policy statement 
the district is preparing for final approv- 
al. 


Board members assigned duties relat- 


ing to programs, such as coaching the 
swimming team, and personnel decisions 
to the recreation director. They assigned 
more physical jobs such as testing water 
temperature to maintenance employes.

Oppenheimer said that he wanted the 


barbed wire at the well "to keep them 
(vandals) off the water tower at the well. 
"It's mostly to protect them from them- 
selves," he said 


The board began to approve $485 for 


the well, but stopped when Passolt told 
them he considered the need so urgent 
he had already 
approved the ex- 


penditure. The barbed wire, he said, will 
be placed on top of a fence that was in- 
stalled at the well earlier. 


The board then approved $800 for a 


fence and barbed wire for the Husky 
Park station and another $400 for barbed 
wire to be placed on a fence at well num- 
ber two. 


Passolt said vandals already have bro- 


ken into the new Husky Park station and 
that the contractor on the project fears 
that the equipment may be damaged be- 
fore it is approved by the village. 


UNTIL A FEW months ago, barbed 


wire was outlawed by a village ordinance 
but with an increase in vandalism, the 
village board decided to allow barbed 
wire at public utilities and, with special 
permission, on private property. 


Passolt said that vandals had damaged 


several wells and that they had painted 
obscenities on water towers. 


After approving the $1,220 Monday, 


trustees indicated that they would ap- 
prove more barbed wire and fences at 
their next board meeting. It is to be held 
Feb. 7.

Fireman For 50 Years Reminisces 
Union Hotel Fire Of '26 'Worst9

Fifty years is a long time in anybody's 


book, except Edward Moeller's. He has 
been a Wheeling fireman for almost 50 
years and has enjoyed "every minute of 
it" 


Ed is celebrating his 50th anniversary 


along with the Wheeling Fire Depart- 
ment celebrating their 75 year diamond 
anniversary. 


"My father was a fireman and I have 


been involved with the fire service all 
my life," he said. For Ed, "all his life" 
totals 77 years. 


Talking to him, one would never recog- 


nize his age, especially when he tells the 
story of the first fire he was ever in- 
volved in fighting. 


"I was 12 or 13 years old," he said, 


"and my brother Carl, a Wheeling fire- 
man for 47 years before his death, and I 
were sitting on our front porch in Steger, 
and we saw a house on fire down the 
street. 


"Well, the fire couldn't have been 


more than a thousand feet away, and 
there was this fire shed across the street 
with a 'hose reel' in it. We broke the lock 
on the shed, got the hose and put out the 
fire. We really felt proud," he added. 


However, Ed's dad had different ideas. 


WHEN WE GOT home we really 


caught hell. Not for putting out the fire, 
but for breaking the lock. That was the 
last time we tried anything like that." 


The feeling of fighting that fire never 


left him though, and he set his sights on 
some day becoming a volunteer fireman 


Ed moved to Wheeling in 1916 and got 


married in 1919. His wife, Clara, said 
that she knew of her husband's ambitions 
to be a fireman and when he finally 
joined the force in 1922 it was a bit 
rough. 


"Those first few years were hectic," 


said Mrs Moeller. "When the bell rang 
or the siren blew I would hurry up and 
try to help Ed get ready. I'd run for his 
boots or help him with his rain coat. It 
got me involved too." 


In the early 1920s the only fire equip- 


ment in Wheeling was a hand pumper 
"If you had four good men on each side 
of that little pumper you could get up a 
hundred pounds of pressure, and believe 
me, they were pumping," explained the 
white-haired veteran. 


"We used to hook that pumper up to 


an automobile to get to a fire; however, 
if there was no car available we had to 
run with the pumper all the way to the 
scene You had to be in good shape back 


then," he said with a grin. 


THE LAST TIME the pumper was 


used was on the old Lill "Crane Farm" or 
"Buffalo Grove" farm. That was in 1926 
"We then got our first motor pumper It 
was a 1925 Pirsch and it was mine to 
take care of," he said. 


A mechanic by trade, Moeller was in 


charge of keeping most things in oper- 
ating condition. 


"Still today we look to Ed to care for 


oar equipment," commented Wheeling 
Fire Chief Bernie Koeppen. "Ed can fix 
anything and can teach almost anyone to 
fix things. I don't know what we'll do 
when and if he ever retires." 


It was that new pumper that took 


Moeller to his worst fire 


"I remember that one because it was 


the day after Christmas in 1926 and 20 
degrees below zero," he said. 


"The fire was at the old Union Hotel 


and we had a rough time with that one. 
Some of the boys were so frozen that we 
had to chip them out of their raincoats 
It was rough," he said shaking his head

remembers 
another 


"worst fire" for a different reason. 


"The alarm sounded around midnight 


and Ed left. I was expecting my third 
child and when he left I couldn't get back 


to sleep As it ended up I didn't get to 
sleep for another day because when Ed 
came home," she said, "I had to go to 
the hospital to have my baby. That was 
some night." 


"FROM THEN ON," said Moeller, sit- 


ting there in his blue "Wheeling Fire De; 
partment" bowling shirt (he loves to 
bowl), "fires were just the routine type^ 
of thing but the equipment really began 
to change." 


"Equipment is the thing that has 


changed the most in fighting fires. They: 
can do things today we never dreamed of 
doing When I started our hose was a bi£ 
garden hose with a nozzle on the end^ 
That nozzle sprayed the water straight 
and that was it," he said, leaning for-; 
ward in the chair 


"Today with the nozzles they have they- 


can spray water different ways accord-^ 
ing to the type of fire and kill the oxygea 
in an area immediately, thus killing the; 
fire," he explained 
; 


Moeller says he never had a close caU- 


at a fire, but did have an incident when- 
called to a blaze. 


He remembered, "We got an alarm; 


and were all set to go when the driver 
couldn't start the truck. So the driver-

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Girls Get Kicks 
In Self Defense 


by CINDY TEW 


A new course was added to the cur- 


riculum at Arlington High School last 
fall, and the teacher who developed and 
teaches it hopes her students never have 
to put their knowledge to use. 


Linda M. Swanson, who has been 


teaching physical education at the high 
school for three years, spent part of last 
summer developing a self-defense course 
for women. 


"We don't want to elicit terror in the 


students and make them afraid of going 
out on the street, but I think they should 
be aware of the dangers," said Miss 
Swanson, who lives in Wheeling. 


The course is a combination of dis- 


cussion and physical education. The dis- 
cussions consist mostly of preventative 
measures that can be taken to dis- 
courage would-be attackers, including 
traveling in groups and locking car door. 
Girls also discuss ways to avoid and get 
out of hypothetical situations. 


The psychology of an attacker is also 


discussed. For example, if a woman acts 
relaxed when a potential attacker ap- 
proaches her, it relaxes the person, and 
makes an escape possible. 


"If a man or woman attacks, we want 


the girls to know what to do on reflex," 
Miss Swanson said. 


Girls are taught that the legs are the 


most powerful part of the body, and 
since legs aren't usually grabbed, kick- 
Ing is taught as a major part of self de- 
fense. 


ONCE THE GIRLS begin trying meth- 


ods of getting out of different holds, the

course becomes a combination of karate, 
judo and jujitsu. 


Miss Swanson, who had no previous ex- 


perience with methods of self defense, 
said she learned the techniques from 
books and a friend who is a "black belt" 
in judo. She is also a student in a Harper 
College judo class, 


"Certain judo moves are important for 


self defense, but judo itself is too much 
of a contact sport for me," Miss Swanson 
said. 


Self-defense class students are taught 


to release themselves from wrist, front, 
strangle, rear and bear hug holds, as 
well as how to use their kicks effectively. 
Once techniques are demonstrated, the 
students try them out on one another. 


"It's a little difficult to get the girls to 


flip and grab one another — it's like an 
all-girl dancing class in that respect," 
Miss Swanson said. "Also, if the girls are 
trying to do a good job, it's hard not to 
hit someone." 


So far, there have been no casualties 


in the class, except a few bruises, 'be- 
cause mats and knee pads are used. 


The students are advised to take it 


easy in class, then go home and practice 
on a brother or father who might be able 
to take more of a beating. 


"NO ONE HAS ever come back and 


said she was attacked, so we're not sure 
how helpful the class really is," Miss 
Swanson aid. 


Cynthia Bunting, a junior who has tak- 


en the class, says she felt the course was 
very helpful, and thinks that it should be 
longer than the current three weeks. 


"The 
class gave me a lot more con- 


fidence about handling myself if I was 
ever attacked," Cynthia said. 


Cynthia also suggested that a boys' 


gym class be brought in to try out the 
methods learned in the self defense 
class. 


More than 250 girls took the class last 


term, which ends this week. The course 
will be offered next term and more ad- 
vanced techniques will be added for girls 
who elect to take self defense a second 
time. 


Suggest Closing Neptune 
Pool During The Evening 


A Wheeling park commissioner has 


suggested that Neptune Pool be closed 
several evenings a week as a way or cop- 
ing with high costs and low turnouts at 
the indoor pool. 


Gene Sackett explained that the dis-

The commissioner admits that other 


park board members are against cutting 
back on pool hours as a solution to the 
high costs and poor attendance.

Ray Kittendorf, who will serve as district 
aquatics director until April, to compile 
a report on current pool attendance, in- 
come and costs. 


Sackett asked Kittendorf to provide in- 


formation on the attendance each day for 
the last four months, the daily income 
from pool operation and the estimated 


daily expenditures at the pool. 


KITTENDORF HAS already moved to 


reduce the number of hours lifeguards 
work at the pool because many of the 
guards ended up doing maintenance 
work when attendance was low. 


Kittendorf also told the • board last 


week that the recent cold spell resulted 
in two heating coils freezing and crack- 
ing. 


Dist. Supt. Ferd Arndt was unable to 


tell the board what the costs for the re- 
pairs to the system will be. 


Arndt has reported to the board that a

the pool is expected to be delivered 
Feb. 1. 


In a brief discussion of the pool Thurs- 


day Commissioner Gus Nizzi suggested 
that the district install shower curtains 
to divide the communal showers at the 
pool.

a "nude, soapy shower" before using the 
pool if the showers were curtained off.

The finance committee is currently 


studying possible means of financing the 


ECC Waste Disposal Report

The ECC report on solid waste will 


basically describe which method studied 
seems to be least polluting. At the pre- 
sent time landfill and incinerator experts 
are still being called in to discuss certain 
aspects o' the solid waste pollution prob- 
lem, and other technical data are being 
studied.

THE 600-TON CAPACITY is projected 


to meet the disposal needs of a popu- 
lation of 150,000. Village residents and 
businesses now produce approximately 
300 tons of garbage refuse per day. 


The report discounts milling or shred- 


ding of refuse as a solution because the 
cost of a milling operation is too high for 
the relatively low, 35 per cent, reduction 
in refuse volume. 


Incineration generally reduces trash 


volume by 80 per cent. 


The report states that attempts to ac- 


quire .another landfill site have been un- 
successful and that hauling to a landfill 
not owned by the village would be prohib- 
itively expensive. In addition, the future 
availability of a non-village-owned land- 
fill always would be uncertain, the report 
states. 


The report notes that a critical short- 


age of landfill sites in Cook County will 
mean that some type of region-wide 
transfer, system will have to developed 
within the next 10 years to haul raw 
and/or incinerated refuse out of the 
county. 
, "In the long run, it will be cheaper to 
dispose of incinerated refuse at a region- 
al transfer station upon the expiration of 
the estimated life of the village landfill, 
the report said.

Fireman For 50 Years Reminisces 
Union Hotel Fire Of '26 Worst9

Fifty years is a long time in anybody's 


book, except Edward Moeller's. He has 
been a Wheeling fireman for almost 50 
years and has enjoyed "every minute of 
it." 


Ed is celebrating his 50th anniversary 


along with the Wheeling Fire Depart- 
ment celebrating their 75 year diamond 
anniversary. 


"My father was a fireman and I have 


been involved with the fire service all 
my life," he said. For Ed, "all his life" 
totals 77 years. 


Talking to him, one would never recog- 


nize his age, especially when he tells the 
story of the first fire he was ever in- 
volved in fighting. 


"I was 12 or 13 years old," he said, 


"and my brother Carl, a Wheeling fire- 
man for 47 years before his death, and I 
were sitting on our front porch in Steger, 
and we saw a house on fire down the 
street. 


"Well, the fire couldn't have been 


more than a thousand feet away, and 
there was this fire shed across the street 
with a 'hose reel' in it. We broke the lock 
on the shed, got the hose and put out the 
fire, We really felt proud," he added. 


However, Ed's dad had different ideas. 


WHEN WE GOT home we really 


caught hell. Not for putting1 but-the fire,, 
but for breaking the lock. That was the 
last time we tried anything like that." 


The feeling of fighting that fire never 


left him though, and he set his sights on 
some day becoming a volunteer fireman. 


Ed moved to Wheeling in 1916 and got 


married in 1919. His wife, Clara, said 
that she knew of her husband's ambitions 
to be a fireman and when he finally 
joined the force in 1922 it was a bit 
rough. 


"Those first few years were hectic," 


said Mrs. Moeller. "When the bell rang 
or the siren blew I would hurry up and 
try to help Ed get ready. I'd run for his 
boots or help him with his ram coat. It 
got me involved too." 


In the early 1920s the only fire equip- 


ment in Wheeling was a hand pumper. 
"If you had four good men on each side 
of that little pumper you could get up a 
hundred pounds of pressure,' and believe 
me, they were pumping," explained the 
white-haired veteran.

. "We used to hook that-pumper up. to 
an automobile to get 'to a fire; however, 
if there was no car available we had to 
run with the pumper all the way to the 


then," he said.with a.grin., 


THE LAST TIME the pumper was 


used was on the old Lill "Crane Farm" or 
"Buffalo Grove" farm.-That was in 1926. 
"We then got our first motor pumper. It 
was a 1925 Pirsch and it was mine to 
take care of," he said. 


A mechanic by trade, Moeller was in 


charge of keeping most things in oper- 
ating condition. 


"Still today we look to Ed to care for 


our equipment," commented Wheeling 
Fire Chief Bernie Koeppen. "Ed can fix 
anything and can teach almost anyone to 
fix things. I don't know what we'll do 
when and if he ever retires." 


It was that new pumper that took 


Moeller to his worst fire. 


"I remember that one because it was 


the day after Christmas in 1926 and 20 
degrees below zero," he said. 


"The fire was at the old Union Hotel 


and we had a rough time with that one. 
Some of the boys were so frozen that we 
had to chip them out of their raincoats. 
It was rough," he said shaking his head.

In Self Defense

A new course was added to the cur- 


riculum at Arlington High School last 
(all, and the teacher who developed and 
leaches it hopes her students never have 
to put their knowledge to use. 


Linda M. Swanson, who has been 


teaching physical education at the high 
school for three years, spent part of last 
summer developing a self-defense course 
for women. 


"We don't want to elicit terror in the 


students and make them afraid of going 
out on the street, but I think they should 
be aware of the dangers," said Miss 
Swanson, who lives in Wheeling. 


The course Is a combination of dis- 


cussion and physical education, The dis- 
cussions consist mostly of preventative 
measures that can be taken to dis- 
courage would-be attackers, including 
traveling in groups and locking car door. 
Girls also discuss ways to avoid and get 
out of hypothetical situations. 


The psychology of an attacker is also 


discussed. For example, if a woman acts 
relaxed when a potential attacker ap- 
proaches her, it relaxes the person, and 
makes an escape possible. 


"If a man or woman attacks, we want 


the girls to know what to do on reflex," 
Miss Swanson said, 


Girls are taught that the legs are the 


most powerful part of the body, and 
since legs aren't usually grabbed, kick- 
Ing Is taught as a major part of self de- 
fense.

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Harper Student Gets 85 Signatures 
Petition Seeks Reduction 
In Noise Pollution Here 


A Harper College student has sub- 


mitted a petition with 85 signatures to 
the Paltlno Viilage Board asking that 
"immediate action" be taken for a re- 
duction of noise pollution within the vil- 
lage. 


Calvin Fiedler, formerly of 221 S. Plum 


Grove Rd. and currently a resident of 
Addlson, presented the petition to the 
board Monday as the first step in organ- 
izing a regional and possibly statewide 
move for enforcement of regulations con- 
cerning noise pollution. 


The short statement of the petition 


specifically asked the village to curb the 
noise and 
sound 
disturbances 
from 


trucks traveling through Palatine. 


Although the appeal of the petition 


"goes for cars too," Fiedler said he 
would like to see stronger enforcement of 
regulations concerning required muffler 
systems for trucks. 


"A lot of people shrug noise off as no 


big thing, but there should be tighter 
controls just for a person's peace of 
mind," Fiedler said. 


While working in Palatine, Fiedler said 


the sound of trucks traveling down 
Northwest Highway, some without muf- 
flers were continuously a disturbance. 


"One day it just dawned on me to get a 


petition circulating as a way to start to 
solve the problem," he said. "The law 
against noise pollution is already in ef- 
fect. It's just a matter of enforcing it." 


Fiedler and several friends conducted 


a 'door-to-door campaign last month in 
Palatine gathering signatures for the pe- 
tition. He said the majority of persons 
contacted cooperated and signed the peti- 
tion. 


"WE COULD HAVE gotten a lot more 


names, but we didn't think it was neces- 
sary," he said. 


About half of the names on the petition 


are from Palatine, with the remainder 
from towns throughout the north and 
northwest suburban area. 


Fiedler said he plans to coordinate the 


petition campaign with the Harper Col- 
lege Environment Club in order to begin 
circulating more petitions in other towns. 
Once the petitions are signed, they 
would be presented to the village boards 
or governing body of each of the towns to 
request stronger enforcement of noise 
control. 


Rather than ticketing each truck sepa- 


rately if it is in violation of noise regu- 
lations, Fiedler suggested village offi- 


cials "place more pressure on the truck- 
ing companies" that are responsible for 
the operation of the trucks. 


The village board accepted Fiedler's 


petition and referred the matter to the 
Palatine Environmental Control Board 
for further consideration. 


Fiedler said he will attend the next 


control board meeting to be held Wednes- 
day at village hall to make his appeal. 


HE SAID THE support of a group such 


as the environmental 
control board 


would make the campaign in & wider 
area more meaningful. Although he does 
not know the exact channels, Fiedler 
plans to carry the campaign to the coun- 
ty board and to a state level, if possible. 


Environmental health director Richard 


Dawson said the most likely course of 
action the environmental control board 
would take would be to first study the 
ordinances of other towns on noise pol- 
lution as a basis for drafting one in Pala- 
tine. 


"We've discussed noise pollution many 


times before," he said. "We've even 
talked about getting noise monitoring 
equipment to determine the strength of a 
sound."

first" in Illinois. About 50 communities 
across the country have similar pro- 
grams. 


As proposed, the system would include 


Arlington Heights, Hoffman Estates, In- 
verness, Palatine, Rolling Meadows and 
Schaumburg, but other communities may 
be- brought into it or encouraged to form 
another network. It would be financed by 
the participating villages. 


The proposal was given a favorable re- 


sponse in each of the five communities 
where it was recently presented. Arling- 
ton Heights has not yet considered it. 


Rolling Meadows and Schaumburg this 


week appropriated their share of the cost 
of the plan.

Profit taking dragged prices lower for

Nurse At Harper Is A Counselor,, Too

You can't pick out the school nurse at 


Harper College unless you've met her 
first. 


Liz McKay has thrown away her white 


uniform, along with the austerity tra- 
ditionally associated with her job. 


Mrs. McKay doesn't even like to think 


of herself as a "school nurse." She says 
she is a nurse, a counselor and a public 
relations officer all rolled into one. 


The days of the "pill pusher" confined 


to a sterile white office are gone, said 
Mrs. McKay. 


She dons colorful pantsuits for work, 


sits behind a desk crowded with potted 
plants, figurines and photographs and 
spends a portion of each day on campus 
talking to faculty and students. 


Public relations is a major responsi- 


bility of the school nurse, second only to 
health education, says Mrs. McKay, 
"You can't help anyone if no one will 
come into your office." 


Mrs, McKay has done everything short 


of throwing a welcome mat in front of 
her door to draw people into the college 
health center. She gives a five-minute 
briefing on the center at orientation 
meetings, publicizes notices in college 
publications, holds special health semi- 
nars antl attends staff 
and student 


meetings. 


A BUBBLY, vivacious redhead with 


dimples, the nurse is her own best at- 
traction. Walking through the college 
halls, she greets students by name, stops 
and chats a minute, and then turns and 
smiles at a passing faculty member. 


Mrs. McKay would like to spend more 


time outside the office, mixing with the 
college community, but her professional 
duties require her to stay close to her 
office. 


"I have to ask myself, 'Should I be in 


the office when the phone rings with an 
emergency or should I be in the student 
lounge?' " 


Mrs. McKay's caution, however, is 


rarely brought to task. "I've never had a 
life-threatening emergency in the col-

lege. The worst accidents are usually 
bones broken in athletic events. I've been 
pretty lucky." 


Most of the health complaints the 


nurse receives are minor ones that can' 
be cured with non-prescription drugs. 
Yet, sometimes when a student asks for 
aspirin he is only working up courage to 
talk about a more serious problem. 


"A student may not tell me what is 


really bothering him until just before he 
leaves my office," said Mrs. McKay. 
"The biggest concern of students today is 
sex with all of its ramifications, ranging 
from birth control to venereal disease." 


"The students don't want to talk about 


the morality of sex. They want to know' 
about their own physiology and they 
want to know where to get the Pill. I 
refer them to family planning centers or 
to their own private physician." 


TO OVERCOME the students' embar- 


rassment, the nurse reassures them that 
everything they tell her will be con-, 
fidential. Any student 18 years or older 
has a legal right to this confidentiality. 


In addition, Mrs. McKay tries to treat 


each student as an individual — joking 
with him or being serious, depending on 
the student's needs. She is adamant 
about avoiding the subservient .role so of- 
ten inflicted on patients. 


Second to sex, the students' concern 


turns to their personal health. The stress 
on a student working 40 hours a week, 
going to school full-time and maintaining 
a Social life'—..shows.-up in headaches 
and hyperacidic stomachs, according to 
the nurse. She- gives them medication to 
relieve the symptoms. And if the prob- 
lem persists, she counsels them for the 
cause and refers.them to a doctor. 


Backing her counseling services, Mrs. 


McKay has credits in counseling tacked 
onto her master's degree in health edu- 
cation. She is not a full fledged coun- 
selor, 'but takes a team approach with 


: the college .counseling staff to solve 
health'-related psychological problems. 


The nurse's efforts to make her ser- 


vices more accessible appear to be work- 
ing. In the two and a half years that she 
has: directed the health center, attend- 
ance has increased fivefold. She aver- 
ages about 500 patients a month now. 
Part of the increase is due to the jump in 
enrollment but she likes to think it is also 
due to good service. 


But Mrs. McKay's accomplishments 


have not ended the struggle. She says, 
"it is a never ending job to get across 
the message. Just as soon as I have suc- 
ceeded, a new class of students comes 
into the college." 


Mayors To Discuss MSD 
Treatment Plant In Area 


The mayors of Mount Prospect and 


Des Plaines will meet Monday to discuss 
the $48 million Metropolitan Sanitary 
District sewage treatment plant to be' 
built on the far west side of Des Plaines. 


Des Plaines Mayor Herbert Behrel, 


who asked for the meeting with Mount 
Prospect Mayor Robert D. Teichert, said 
it will be "primarily to discuss the sew- 
age plant." Mount Prospect's village 
board has gone'on record as favoring 
construction of the plant as soon as pos- 
sible. 


For the past six years, the City of Des 


Plaines has fought in court to block con- 
struction on the 106-acre site near Oakton1 


Street and Elmhurst Road. However,: in 
January, 1970, the Illinois Supreme Court 
ruled the MSD could disregard city zon- 
ing. 


Dos Plaines officials oppose the plant 


because they fear it would create "ob- 
noxious and unhealthy odors in heavily 
residential areas." 


Eventually the plant would handle 
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Water System Plan 'Sound9 


The five-year phasing of Mount Pros- 


pect's $1.5 million program of rehabilita- 
•tion and improvement of the village's 
water system was declared sound and 
workable .by Village Mgr. Robert J. Ep- 
pley. 


Eppley presented a status report on 


the work at Tuesday's special board 
meeting. The report included a recom- 
mendation that a new well be dug south 
of Golf Road to handle the water needs 
of the'; now-being-developed Huntington 
Commons and DiMucci apartment^. Two 
single-family developments also are un- 
der construction in the area. 


In his recommendation for the hew 


well, pumping station and 2-million-gal- 
lon reservoir south of Golf Road, Eppley 
was asking for a shift in priorities. 


Eppley told the board that the well is 


"a must right now. We think we are 
marginal (in fulfilling water needs) in 
this area right now." 
j 


TRUSTEE George B. Anderson ques- 


tioned Eppley on the basis for his deci- 
sion. Anderson wanted to know if the 
well was being put forward because of 
an anticipation that lands to the south of 
the site would be annexed to the village 
in the near future. 


Eppley said the need was present now 


in the already incorporated area, south 
of Golf Road. Mayor Robert D. Teichert 


pointed out the water shortage last sum- 
mer in this area, when Citizens Utility 
Co. did not provide enough water. Cur- 
rently, the village purchases some water 
for this area from Citizens. 


The manager listed the following al- 


ready completed improvements in his re- 
port: 


—New booster pumps for Well 4, on 


North Waverly Place. 


—Enlarging of Well No. 13, Stevenson 


Lane and Central Road, for increased ca- 
pacity, with a new pump enroute. 


—An 
emergency 
water 
connection 


/made at Linneman Road to prevent wa- 
ter shortages such as experienced last 
summer. 


WORK IS PROGRESSING on a num- 


ber of other wells also, Eppley said. So 
far $54,382 has been spent on well re- 
pairs, he added. 


More than 50 per cent of this cost, or 


$26,042, was spent on Well No. 11, over 
which some unexpected difficulties have 
developed. 


Dave Creamer, 
director 
of public 


works, said that water production from 
the well (located in the Mount Prospect 
Country Club) had been down 50 per 
cent. After it was discovered the well 
had filled up almost 100 feet with sand, 
efforts began to remove the sand. 


At that point, Eppley said, it was dis- 


covered that part of the pump had bro- 
ken off and was lodged in the well. In 
addition, holes had developed all along 
the shaft of the pump. 


When the firm of J. P. Miller Artesian 


Well Co. attempted to remove the part of 
the pump, two strings of their tools broke 
off and also became lodged in the shaft, 
Eppley said. Present efforts are aimed 
at removing all three obstructions and 
the sand. 


The money for the water system im- 


provements and expansion is to be raised 
by the 20-cent increase in the village wa- 
ter rates that was passed last July. 


Eppley said that some of the funds also 


are coming from the $158,000 that were 
left over from the 1969 bond issue. 


nearly 100 million gallons of effluent, re- 
moving about 99 per cent of the solid 
sewage and sending the treated • water 
down' the Higgins Creek to the Des 
Plaines River. 


TEICHERT Tuesday said that such a 


treatment plant is "absolutely vital" to 
the village.

of) a total village refuse disposal system 
for the next 15 years by constructing an 
incinerator on the site of the present vil- 
lage landfill," the report states, 


It further recommends that "air pollu- 


tion control equipment be emphasized" 
and that the incinerator be constructed 
so as to allow for the addition of new air 
pollution controls as pollution standards 
become more stringent. 


HANSON'S REPORT was directed to 


the finance committee of the Arlington 
Heights Village Board and represents six 
months of research into various solutions 


The possibility of an incinerator at the 


landfill, located on Nichols Road at the 
northern end of the village, has drawn 
critical comment from the Buffalo Grove 
Village Board and several groups of resi- 
dents. 


In addition to incineration, the report 


examines the milling or shredding of re- 
fuse, the acquisition of another landfill 


site, use of another landfill site, the use 
of refuse transfer stations and com- 
paction. 


' ' T h e primary advantage in in- 


cineration is that in the long run it is 
cheaper and reduces the volume of solid 
waste material which must be disposed of 
to a far greater extent than any other 
waste disposal system," the report con- 
cludes. 


The report recommends construction of 


a facility similar to one which the Board 
of Trustees visited recently in Waukesha, 
Wis, 


It includes a proposal from Donahue & 


Associates, Inc., the Wisconsin engineer- 
ing firm that designed the Waukesha in- 
cinerator, to construct a similar unit in 
Arlington Heights. 


THE PROPOSAL IS for a 600-ton ca- 


pacity incinerator — two 300-ton furnaces 
— with a single brick chimney approxi- 
mately 175 feet high. 


"The incineration building would have 


pleasing architecture and be basically of 
a brick construction," the proposal 
states. "The building would be so de- 
signed as to blend into the ultimate park- 
line atmosphere of the area."

Incineration generally reduces trash 


volume by 80 per cent. 


The report states that attempts to ac- 


quire another landfill site have been un- 
successful and that hauling to a landfill 
not owned by the village would be prohib- 
itively expensive. In addition, the future 
availability of a non-village-owned land-. 
fill always would be uncertain, the report 
states. 


The report notes that a critical short- 


age of landfill sites in Cook County will 
mean that some type of region-wide 
transfer system will have to developed 
within the next 10 years to haul raw 
and/or incinerated refuse out of the 
county. 


"In the long run,-it will be cheaper to 


dispose of incinerated refuse at a region- 
al transfer station upon the expiration of 
the estimated life of the village landfill, 
the report said. 


It has been estimated that if an in- 


cinerator is built within the next two 
years, the landfill could last another 15 
years. 


Without an incinerator, estimates are 


that the landfill will be full within six 
years.

Dennis Horcher, the spokesman, made 


the comment during the village finance 
committee's second meeting on the pro- 
posed 1972-73 village budget. 


Arlington Heights Fire Chief Harvey 


Carothers told the committee that he was 
seeking funds to hire six more fire fight- 
ers. 


The dep_artment's current strength is 


39 fire fighters, 13 officers, and the chief. 


Horcher said the National Fire Protec- 


tion Association recommends that a com- 
munity the size of Arlington Heights with 
his present complement of equipment 
have a 102-man fire department. He said, 
however, that he was dropping his 
request to 60 fire fighters because of the 
availability of mutal aid from fire de- 
partments in neighboring communities. 


"WE CAN NO LONGER sit back and 


put off hiring men because we say we 
cannot afford it," Horcher said. "Last 
year we lost eight lives in fires in Ar- 
lington Heights. I am certain that more 
could have been done." 


Carothers told the committee that 9 to 


12 men would make it possible for three 
firemen to accompany each truck on a 
fire call. 


"I've 
been trying to build up the de- 


partment as the village can afford it," 
Carothers said, adding that the figures 
Horcher presented were what he called 
the "ideal situation." 


Committee chairman Frank Palmatier 


told the firemen who attended the meet- 
ing that their requests for additional men 
would be considered when the committee 
and the full board of trustees review the 
entire budget picture.

Girls Get Their Kicks In Defense Course 


by CINDY TEW 


A new course was added to the cur- 


riculum at Arlington High School last 
fall, and the teacher who developed and 
teaches it hopes her students never have 
to put their knowledge to use. 


Linda M. Swanson, who has been 


teaching physical education at the high 
school for three years, spent part of last 
summer developing a self-defense course 
for women. 


"We don't want to elicit terror in the 


students and make them afraid of going 
out on the street, but I think they should 
be aware of the dangers," said Miss 
Swanson, who lives in Wheeling. 


The course is a combination of dis- 


cussion and physical education. The dis- 
cussions consist mostly of preventative 
measures that can be taken to dis-

courage would-be attackers, including 
traveling in groups and locking car door. 
Girls also discuss ways to avoid and get 
out of hypothetical situations. 


The psychology of an attacker is also 


discussed. For example, if a woman acts 
relaxed when a potential attacker ap- 
proaches her, it relaxes the person, and 
makes an escape possible. 


"If a man or woman attacks, we want 


the girls to know what to do on reflex," 
Miss Swanson said. 


Girls are taught 'that the legs are the 


most powerful part of the body, -and 
since legs aren't usually grabbed, kick- 
ing is taught as a major part of self de- 
fense. 


ONCE THE GIRLS begin trying meth- 


ods of getting out of different holds, the 
course becomes a combination of karate, 
judo and jujitsu. 


Miss Swanson, who had no previous ex- 


perience with methods of self defense, 
said she learned the techniques from 
books and a friend who is a "black belt" 
in judo. She is also a student in a Harper 
College judo class. 


"Certain judo moves are important for 


self defense, but judo itself is too much 
of a contact sport for me," Miss Swanson 
said. 


Self-defense class students are taught 


to release themselves from wrist, front, 
strangle, rear and bear hug holds, as 
well as how to use their kicks effectively, 
^nce techniques are demonstrated, the 
students try them out on one another. 


",It's a little difficult to get the girls to 


flip and grab one another — it's like an 
all-girl dancing class in that respect," 
Miss Swanson said. "Also, if the girls are 
trying to do a good job, it's hard not to 
hit someone." 


So far, there have been no casualties 


in the class, except a few bruises, be- 
cause mats and knee pads are used. 


The students are advised to take it 


easy in class, then go home and practice 
on a brother or father who'might be able 
to take more of a beating. 


"NO ONE HAS ever come back and 


said she was attacked, so we're not sure 
how helpful the class really is," Miss 
Swanson aid. 


Cynthia Bunting, a junior who has tak-; 


en the class, says she felt the course was 
very helpful, and thinks that it should be" 
longer than the current three weeks. 


"The class gave me a lot more con- • 


fidence about handling myself if I was 
ever attacked," Cynthia said. 


Cynthia also suggested that a boys' 


gym class be brought in to try out the 
methods learned in the self defense! 
class. 


More than 250 girls took the class last- 


term, which ends this week. The course 
will be offered next term and more ad- 
vanced techniques will be added for girls 
who elect to take self defense a second 
time.

posal. 


Mrs. Janet Schwettman of Inverness 


said the mobile care units would be "a 
first" in Illinois. About 50 communities 
across the country have similar pro- 
grams. 


As proposed, the system would include 


Arlington Heights, Hoffman Estates, In- 
verness, Palatine, Rolling Meadows and 
Schaumburg, but other communities may 
be brought into it or encouraged to form 
another network. It would be financed by 
the participating villages.

Addition, Rooms 
At MacArthur 
Nearly Ready 


Mac-Arthur Junior High School should

The condition is caused by the merger 


of fat deposits in an artery, blocking the 
flow of blood. 


Without regular blood circulation and 


oxygen, the brain undergoes irreversible 
damage within four minutes of when the 
heat stops beating, Mrs. Schwettman 
said. 


With the proper equipment and emer- 


gency treatment, she said, "up to 50 per 
cent of these deaths could be prevented." 


Northwest Community Hospital in Ar- 


lingto Heights, where the system would 
be based, has not taken action on the 
proposal, but Malcolm MacCoun, presi- 
dent of the hospital, said yesterday it 
"appears to have some merit" and said 
he is "looking on it with favor." 


Mrs. Schwettman has set a target date 


of June 1 to initiate the system and hopes 
to order equipment by Feb. 14. 


UNDER THE PLAN, fire department 


vehicles in each of the six communities 
would be in direct contact with doctors 
at Northwest Community Hospital. 


Based on data transmitted to the hospi- 


tal, the doctors would relay instructions 
on how to care for the patient pending 
his arrival at the hospital. , 


Each vehicle would be equipped with a 


defibrillator to apply an electrical shock 
to restore the victim's heartbeat, in addi- 
tion to the equipment necessary to 
record and transmit his condition. 


The equipment would be operated by 


specially-trained firemen, but the doctor 
would be "in complete command of the 
treatment," Mrs. Schwettman said. 


"The firemen will be ' trained well 


enough eventually to make the decision 
as to whether to apply a counter-shock," 
she added, "but we're not going to put 
the burden on them." 


Leaving tbe decision in the doctor's 


hands, too, alleviates the legal question 
of paramedical personnel making medi- 
cal judgments, Mrs. Schwettman said. 


William J. Monaghan, staff associate 


in the law division of the American Medi- 
cal Association, agreed in a letter that 
physician-trained firemen working under 
the supervision of a physician would be 
considered covered by the so-called Good 
Samaritan law in the Illinois State Stat- 
utes. 


IN RESPONSE to possible 
charges 


that Northwest Community Hospital is 
intended to serve residents throughout 
the Northwest suburban area, 
Mrs. 


Schwettman said the hospital .would not 
be asked to pay for any of the equip- 
ment, but rather, its cost would be 
shared by the participating villages. 


Two units would be needed in Arlington 


Heights, she said, because the village is~ 
split by the railroad tracks. Similarly, 
Palatine and Inverness would have two 
units between them because of the 
tracks. 


The estimated breakdown of the cost 


per village is: Arlington Heights, $12,337; 
Palatine and Inverness, $6,168 each; and 
Hoffman Estates, Rolling Meadows and 
Schaumburg, $6,824 each. 


Nearly all of the other communities 


across the country that use mobile heart 
care units receive some federal aid or 
foundation contribution, Mrs. Schwett- 
man said.

stead of two years, if we applied for fed- 
eral aid." 


She said she became involved in the 


matter mainly because of five deaths in 
Inverness in the last six years attributed 
to heart attacks.

12-Story Building 
On Rail Station 
Site By 1976? 


A Des Plaines firm may sign a con- 


tract before April with the Chicago and 
North Western Rwy. to buy the present 
downtown railroad station and to replace 
it with a 12-story office-depot building. 


A spokesman for Erickson and Stevens 


Inc., 1873 Busse Hwy., said yesterday it 
will make a "firm legal commitment" to 
purchase the railroad property and to 
construct the building, as soon as the 
city 
completes 
negotiations for 
an 


$825,000 parking revenue bond sale and 
signs a contract to purchase adjoining 
railroad land for a two-tiered parking lot. 


Des Plaines Mayor Herbert Behrel 


said yesterday that he hopes to reach an 
agreement on the contract with the rail- 
road before Feb. 21 when he will ask for 
city council approval for the bond issue. 
The council would later be asked to ap- 
prove the contract, he said. 


The parking revenue bond sale will 


provide funds for purchase of the rail- 
road 
right-of-way land on Ellinwood 


street, between Lee and Pearson streets, 
ami four other parking projects, Behrel 
has said. 


Erickson antl Stevens is the archi- 


tectural firm for the Des Plaines Rede- 
velopment Assn., which plans to begin 
construction soon of a large enclosed 
shopping mall, across the street on Ellin- 
wood, from the proposed parking lot and 
the office-depot building. 


Behrel indicated at his Monday press 


conference that Erickson and Stevens, 
which has been planning the office-depot 
building since 1966, has been able to find 
financial backing for the development. 
Firm vice president Dennis Stevens said, 
the building would cost more than $7 
million. 


Stevens also said that his firm will 


agree to purchase by 1974 the depot and 
land, the air-rights above the tracks and 
a strip of right-of-way land on the Miner 
Street side of the tracks. 


CONSTRUCTION 
COULD begin 
in 


1974, with completion within two years, 
according to Stevens. 


The 12-story structure would be built 


over the railroad tracks and the ground 
floor would serve as a commuter station, 
he said. The building would contain 
about 150,000 square feet of space for of-

Dr. Middleton Denies He 
Committed Deviate Sex Act 


Dr. James G. Middleton of Des Plaines 


testified in his own behalf yesterday and 
strenuously denied he ever committed a 
deviate sexual act on his accuser, Lynn 
Nelson of Carpcntersvillle. 


Middleton, 45, of 969 S. Elmhurst Road, 


DOS Plaines told the jury during the sev- 
enth day of his trial that when Mrs, Nel- 
son came to his office the day of the 
alleged assault, Feb. 7,1970, she told him 
she was having marital problems, 


Sam Adam, the doctor's attorney, later 


toltl newsmen he did not pursue that line 
of questioning because he said "the doc- 
tor has told me In spite of everything she 
has said about him he doesn't want to 
hurt her reputation." 


Adam said he advised the doctor to re- 


veal the entire conversation with Mrs. 
Nelson, but, "he has instructed me not to 
dwell on that." 


Late in the afternoon the trial was re- 


cessed for the day and will resume at 11 
a.m. when prosecution attorneys are ex- 
pected to question the doctor, 


For almost 90 minutes Dr. Middleton 


related in detail the history of his treat- 
ment of the 24-year-old woman. 


TUB DOCTOR SAID he first began to 


treat Mrs, Nelson for a throat infection 
and a general lack of energy. He said 
tests showed she had a viral infection 
and that on subsequent visits ho injected 
her with penicillin and prescribed anti- 
biotics 'o fight the. infection. He later 
said he also gave her at least one in- 
jection of Iron antl iron compound tablets 
because she had become anemic from 
excessive blood loss. 


When asked by Adam if he had ever 


committed deviate sexual assault on Mrs. 
Nelson, the doctor souted, "No," into the 
microphone. He gave a similar response 
when he was asked if he had ever given 
Mrs. Nelson any injection or medication 
for other than medical purposes. 


Earlier in the day Dr. I. James Young, 


a physician on the staff of Northwest 
C o m m u n i t y Hospital in Arlington 
Heights, testified Mrs. Nelson never told 
him of any sexual attack by Dr. Middle- 
ton while Dr. Young treated her at the 
hospital. 


Mrs. Nelson was hospitalized at North- 


west after she was involved in an au- 
tomobile accident the evening of the al- 
leged assault. A woman who accom- 
panied Mrs. Nelson to Dr. Middleton's of- 
fice that same day also testified as a de- 
fense witness yesterday morning. 


THE WOMAN, who last week was a 


prosecution witness, said when Mrs. Nel- 
son first left the doctor's examination 
room she did not explain what had oc- 
curred in the room. On cross-exam- 
ination, however, the woman admitted 
that Mrs. Nelson Said something to her 
but, "her words were mumbled and she 
didn't make sense." 


Before 
testimony 
began yesterday, 


Judge Robert J, Downing denied a de- 
fense motion filed Tuesday for a directed 
verdict of innocent. James Kavanaugh, 
assistant states' attorney, argued that 
force exists "where the ability to resist 
is taken away, even if the victim is con- 
scious." 


Adam contended Tuesday that there 


was no evidence to indicate Mrs. Nelson 
lacked the "will to resist."

for children 3 to 5 years old, opened this 
week in Des Flaines at the United 
Church of Christ, 259 E. Central Rd.

conducts education studies and pro- 
grams, The Learning Tree is licensed by 
the Illinois Department of Children and 
Family Services to serve up to 20 chil- 
dren in each of three preschool sessions. 


Parents from throughout the North- 


west suburbs as well as Des Plaines can 
enroll their children in either two half- 
day sessions a week for $20 a month, 


three half-day session a week for $30 a 
month or five half-day sessions a week 
for $50 a month. A $5 registration fee is 
also charged. 


Pre-schoolers can join The Learning 


Tree sessions at any time during the 
school year. The two-day program meets 
from 9 to 11:30 a.m. Tuesdays and 
T h u r s d a y s . The three-day program 
meets from 9 "to li:30 a.m: Mondays, 
Wednesdays and Fridays. The full week- 
day program meets daily from 1 to 3:30 
p.m. 


THE NEW PRESCHOOL was founded 


and is supervised in Des Plaines by 


Richard Ferguson of Arlington Heights, 
David Andrews of Dundee, and Roger 
Wingert of Prospect Heights. 


Teachers for the school are currently 


being interviewed and trained. The 
Learning Tree is licensed to have at 
least one teacher for every 10 children. 


According to its founders, the purpose 


of The Learning Tree is to develop school 
readiness skills and natural talents in 
children of preschool age. 


"Our Learning Tree program is based 


on the knowledge that before a child has

Mike Smith: 
High School 
Ombudsman

Mike Smith is the middle-man at Elk 


Grove High School. 


The senior from Des Plaines is the om- 


budsman at the school and talks to 
teachers and administrators about prob- 
lems students have at the school. 


"The main job is to cut through the 


bureaucracy," Mike explained recently. 
He took over the job after being appoint- 
ed by student body president Dan Beal. 


Mainly, he said, students come to him 


with complaints about specific teachers' 
grading policies or classroom discipline. 


When he gets a complaint, he said, he 


goes directly to the teacher and talks 
about the problem without bringing the 
individual student into the discussion. 
The teachers usually explain their pol- 
icies so he can take explanations back to 
the complaining student. 


"THE TEACHERS I've talked to so far 


have accepted me," Smith said. "Mainly 
I try to get the teacher to justify a policy 
to the students." 


In 
addition, he 
worked 
with the 


school's administration formulating 
a 


policy allowing 18 year old students to 
call in excuses for their own absences 
"because we are emancipated." 


In addition, Mike handles problems for 


students who don't know which adminis- 
trative office should handle something. 
"If they don't know who to talk to, it's 
easier to talk to me than to corral an 
administrator," he said. 


Before he got the ombudsman's job, 


Mike was involved on committees that 
worked with the administration, he said, 
adding, "I can't conceive of having a 
more cooperative administration. They 
have a lot of trust in us and I think it's 
well founded." 


The toughest problem he has handled 


so far, he said, was a dispute between 
students using self imposed scheduling 
(SIS), which allows freedom of move- 
ment around the school, and some mem- 
bers of the administration who did not 
want students congregating in the foyer 
near the office. 


"There was a great deal of misunder- 


standing in that one," he said. "Finally 
we resolved it to everybody's satisfac- 
tion." 


THE PROBLEM was hard to work out, 


he said, because "there were so many 
things that came into play. I had to talk 
to the SIS coordinator and the dean and 
a lot of students." 


Most of the time, however, the prob- 


lems are easier to handle. Students bring 
their complaints to him in his office by 
the school store, where a sign proclaims 
that "the ombudsman is in" 01 they • 
come up to him in the hall with iheir 
problems. 


Many times, he said, students don't 


need to come to him with problems be- 
cause "they don't have to have an inter- 


• mediary between themselves and their 
teachers." 


But for other students, Mike believes 


he can perform a useful service. "A lot 
of things here just need justification so 
the kids realize they aren't being dis- 
criminated against," he said.

had it not been for the press' disclosure 
of Paul Powell's .shot-box fortune and the 
race track stock scandal. 


MY FEI.f.OW journalists and I nearly 


pot sucked into the undertow during the 
Ethics Act debates. A few of our repre- 
sentatives I could they be the ones who 
were burned or were looking ahead to 
being burned by the strong disclosure 
law') introduced a bill to have members 
of the press disclose their incomes and 
investments. 


The seemingly logical reason for all 


this was that we who report the news 
might purposely overlook a good scandal 
if it involved, say. a company in which 
we own stock Then again, we might 
blow out of proportion a scandal in- 
volving that company's competitor. 


The bill died in the House, but I would 


like to comt forth, show the honesty and 
scrupulousness of the people in my pro- 
fession and disclose my income and in- 
vestments, t will, however, play by the 
itiles of the Ethics Act and not reveal 
any figures. (I wouldn't want a lot of 
people feeling sorry for me.) 


UNLIKE STATE and local employes, 


the majority of journalists — and prac- 
tically all of the plain old reporter types 


— wouldn't have to pay any attention to 
an Ethics Act with a minimum income 
figure of $20,000.1, for one, have a hell of 
a long way to go before I see that magic 
figure. In fact, according to some people 
in this town (and I'd never dream of 
mentioning names) my last year's in- 
come doesn't qualify me to reside in Des 
Plaines. This is a middle-class commu- 
nity, I've been told, (And all this time I 
thought I was rich enough to qualify for 
middle class.) 


I know I don't have to tell where all of 


my income comes from but it's no big 
secret. Once a week I get a charming 
check from Paddock Publications. The 
government gets their quarter of what's 
known as "gross pay" and I get the rest. 


Investments? I suppose you could call 


my house an investment, After five years 
of living in the place I figure I own about 
four doorknobs, three windows, one door 
and the kitchen cabinets. The bank owns 
the rest. It's funny though, the bank has 
a bigger investment in my house than I 
do, yet it doesn't' get billed for the 
plumbing failures, sidewalk repairs or 
tuckpointing. 


MY CAR IS in the same position as my 


house. I've had the car for a shorter pe- 
riod, however, and if by now I own the 
rearview mirror I'd be surprised. 


My only other investment is in my 


boys. I've put in a lot of time, money, 
had work and love in those boys and I 
receive daily dividends in return. 


They are the one investment those leg- 


islators better watch out for. You can bet 
that if anything scandalous ever hits the 
papers about either William J. or Scott 
E. Oliver I wasn't the one to put it there. 
Billy told me recently he was-going fo 
run for President when he was finished 
being a professional baseball player. 
Don't worry, I won't be campaigning for 
him in print. I'd be fired if I did. Com- 
pany policy, you know. And also I'm sure 
it would violate the journalist's Ethics 
Act.

Brokers See Strong Sales In '72

Northwest suburban real estate bro- 


kers are bullish on the prospects for 
existing home sales for 1072. 


Although 1971 was a banner year for 


residential sales, brokers are citing fa- 
vorable mortgage market, steady de- 
mand for housing and a pickup in the 
transferee market as additional favor- 
able factors this year. 


"We set sales records last year and we 


expect to see a 25 per cent increase in 
the coming year," said Jack Kemmerly, 
president of Kemmerly Real Estate and 
Insurance firm. The Company has eight 
area sales offices. 


"We have all the mortgage money we 


want," Kemmerly said. "I also advertise 
out of state and this is drawing many 
people " Prices on area homes will not 
increase more than an average of 5 per 
cent, another incentive for the first-home 
buyer according to Ralph Martin of Des 
Plaines He is vice president of Wm. L. 
Kunkel & Co. real estate firm. 


"I think this is going to be a good year 


for sales," said Martin. "There is a 
shortage of homes right now particularly 
those priced under $35,000." He added 
that the average sales price for houses hi 
the Northwest Suburbs is over $35,000 but 
his office sales average Is approximately 
$52,100 


"It's going to have to be a great year 


to be better than 1071," said Herb Carl, 
executive sales manager of the Arlington 
Realty firm. The company also has of- 
fices in Arlington Heights and Palatine 
and plans to open a Schaumburg office 
this year. Residential sales in 1971 were 
about 63 per cent higher than the sales in 
1970 Carl said.

FAMILIES USING day care service 


should pay according to their ability, the 
League suggests, but the remainder of 
the cost should be made up of public and 
private funds with the federal govern- 
ment bearing the major financial respon- 
sibility. If funding is limited, services 
should go first to low-income families, 
regardless of whether the family is re- 
ceiving public assistance. 


The League feels that the state should 


take an active role in securing funds 
from public and private sources, in- 
cluding encouraging local participation 
and funding from business, industry and 
unions. 
. " 


The League asks that the.state contin- 


ue to license day care facilities and to 


set and enforce standards, particularly 
in the areas of physical setting and staff. 
Program responsibility League members 
feel, should be at the local level. Present 
licensing procedures by the state are 
generally 
acceptable, 
the 
consensus 


states, but Leagues felt that overly strict 
or overly complicated licensing should 
not.be permitted to inhibit the setting up 
of a facility. 


The Leagues also saw a role for the 


state in promoting in-service training of 
personnel and for community colleges in 
providing training programs for day care 
staff. 


Following this agreement on principles 


of an adequate day care'program in the 
state, the League will work for appro- 
priate legislation.

Dear Dorothy: When ground chuck is 


on sale at the meat market, I buy some 
for immediate use and a couple packages 
to put in the Freezer. What I've wondered 
is how long can you keep it 1,'rozen and 
what's the bust way to thaw it? — Caro- 
line S. 


Ground chuck can be kept for three to 


six months if the temperature is kept at 
constant zero. The most simple and best 
way is to let it thaw in the refrigerator. 
However, if you want a quick defrosting, 
put It In a watertight wrapper in cold 
water or in a closed double paper bag at 
room temperature. These methods help 
keep the surface of the meat cool and 
protect against the growth of bacteria.

Study Shows Abortion 
Safest In 8th-10th Week 


WASHINGTON (UP1) - The safest pe- 


riod for an abortion apparently is be- 
tween the 8th and 10th week of preg- 
nancy, according to a report released 
Monday. 


The greatest risk is for women who 


wait until the 15th or 16th week, said the 
report by the Population Council, with a 
somewhat lesser danger during the first 
seven weeks, apparently because the ut- 
erus is more susceptible to damage due 
to rigidity during that period. 


The council, a New York-based private 


foundation dealing with the population 
research, published tlie findings of a sur- 
vey in its magazine Perspectives. 


After studying 42,598 legal abortions in 


12 states and the District of Columbia, 
the council concluded that abortions af- 
ter the 13th week of gestation are three 
to four times more risky than earlier 


ones;outpatient operations produce few- 
er complications than cases where the 
woman is hospitalized; a general anes- 
thetic appears preferable to a local one. 


THE STUDY SAID there were "sig- 


nificantly higher complication rates" for 
poorer patients whose abortions were fi- 
nanced by Medicaid or . other public 
means, apparently due to "some factor 
related to the quality of care." 


Most of the abortions studied involved 


"a young, single, white woman pregnant 
for the first time," the report said. "One 
per cent of the patients were under 15 
years of age , . , 10 per cent were under 
18 ... and 24 per cent were under 20."

get to the top for the same reason that 
women don't — they aren't fighting hard 
enough. "And to get to the top," the pro- 
fessor says, "a woman must fight twice 
or three times as hard."

Winter survival of the plants in your 


garden is now becoming critical. 


Whether you know it or not, you have a 


lot to do with whether your evergreens 
have green buds or brown ugly areas 
come April. 


Winter-burn means excessive drying of 


the plant due to cool weather and high 
winds. Winter-burn to evergreen is like 
dehydration to people. 


Evergreens of all types, including aza- 


leas and rhododendron, are subject to 
winter-burn. This is because .evergreens 
transpire (lose moisture) year round, in- 
stead of going dormant like leaf-losing 
trees do. 


If you don't give evergreens enough 


water when they go into winter, you are 
risking a fifty-fifty chance of winter- 
burn. 


ONE WAY TO reduce moisture loss 


now when you can't water-is to coat ev- 
ergreens with Wilt-Pruf.

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Income Tax - 1972 
Changes To Watch For On Form 1040 


this series of articles on changes and 


revision* in the 1972 federal Income tax 
forms has been prepared by tax experts 
of the Commerce Clearing House in Chi- 
cago. The Herald will present the full 
series of II tax articles on the new tax 
regulations. 


Individual tax return Form 104.0 for 


1071 and its supplementary schedules A 
through SE follow the "building block" 
system that has been used for the last 
several years. 


This means that an individual begins 


with the basic two-page Form 1040 and 
adds only those supplementary schedules 
and supporting forms necessary to com- 
plete his return. 


However, the IRS has made a number 


of changes on the 197i basic return and 
its schedules and has added a number of 
supporting forms that many taxpayers 
may have to file. 


Part II on Page 2 of the 1971 return, 


for instance, which is used to report in- 
come other than wages, dividends and 
interest, contains a number of changes 
that reflect changes made in the require- 
ments for filing supplementary schedules 
and suporting forms. 


A new line (line 36) has been added to 


report net gains or losses from sales, ex- 
changes or involuntary conversions of 
business property and involuntary con- 
versions of certain capital assets as re- 
ported and computed on new Form 4797. 


SEPARATE lines also are provided for 


reporting each type of miscellaneous in- 
come in Part II of the 1971 return. 
Fully taxable pensions and annuities are 
reported on line 39(a)sof the 1971 return 
and do not have to be reported on Sched- 
ule E, the Supplemental Income Sched- 
ule. The taxable amount of capital gains 


distributions (50 per cent of the amounts 
received) is reported on line 39(b) in 
.those cases where it is not necessary to 
file a Schedule 0. 
. 


This will mainly affect taxpayers who 


receive capital gains distributions from 
regulated investment companies and who 
did not have any other type of capital 
asset transaction reportable on Schedule 
D. State income tax refunds are to be 
reported on-line 39(c). Such refunds are 
taxable income and must be reported if a 
deduction resulting in a federal tax bene- 
fit was taken in a prior year. 


Alimony and separate maintenance 


payments are to be reported on line 
39(d). All other types of miscellaneous 
income not reportable on any other place 
on the return are to be reported on line 
39(e). The taxpayer is required to dis- 
close such income's nature and source, 
Such items as prizes, awdrds, recoveries

tricts have filed reports include Alexan- 
der, Boone, Clark, Edwards, 'Hamilton, 
Hardin, Henderson, Lawrence, Pike, 
Pope, Pulaski, Putnam, Saline, Schuyler 
and Wabash. 


The only counties in which all school 


districts have complied with the order 
were Dekalb, Kane, Lee, Stark, Warren 
Whiteside and Williamson.

Basically, most of the supporting 


schedules are similar to those used last 
year, such as Schedule A (itemized de- 
duction), Schedule B (dividend.and inter- 
est), Schedule G (business inceme other 
t h a n farming), Schedule E 
(mis- 


cellaneous income), Schedule F (farming 
income and expenses) and Schedule SE 
(self-employment tax). 


However, the methods and places for 


reporting gains and/or losses from sales, 
exchanges or other dispositions of nrop- 
erty are significantly changed on the 1971 
return and its, supplementary schedules 
and forms. On the 1970 return, gains and 
losses were generally reported and com- 
puted on Schedule D. For 1971, Schedule 
D has been broken down into two sepa- 
rate schedules. 


THE 1971 Schedule D is used to report 


and compute the gain or loss from trans- 
actions involving capital assets that were 
strictly personal in nature. In general, 
taxpayers are required to use Form 4797, 
rather than Schedule D, to report their 
1971 transactions involving sales and ex- 
changes of property used in their trade 
or business and involuntary conversions 
of property of all types. Taxpayers for 
1971 also will have to file a Form 4798 to 
determine the amount of a 1970 capital 
loss that is carried over into 1971. 


Taxpayers filing income tax returns 


will find they will be paying less taxes 
for 1971 as a result of several recently 
enacted tax breaks. 


For example, the personal dependency 


exemption deduction has been raised to 
$675 for each dependent that a taxpayer 
claims,, and the standard deduction has 
been raised to 13 per cent of a taxpayer's 
adjusted gross income, subject to a max- 
imum deduction of $1,500. These tax 
breaks are built into the optional tax ta- 
bles' for taxpayers whose income is less 
than $10,000. High income bracket tax- 
payers should also be aware that their 
"earned income" is subject to a max- 
imum tax of 60 per cent for 1971. In or- 
der to claim this reduced tax, such tax- 
payers must fill out Form 4726 and at- 
tach it to their Form1040. 


Individuals will get an automatic two- 


month extension for filing their income 
tax returns, if they made a proper. 
request to the IRS before April 17, 1972. 
The request must be made on Form 4868. 
Payment of their estimated taxes due 
must be made with the request. 


Finally, taxpayers should check their 


Form 1040 instructions to make sure they 
are filing their 1971 tax returns at the 
right IRS location. Individuals in a num- 
ber of states will find they will have to 
file their returns at different service cen- 
ters than they did for 1970.

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Search For Mental Health 
Why People Refuse Mass Transit 


(This lit • weekly column presented by 


Forest HosplUI IB D«» Plafnes, » full- 
accredited 135-bed psychiatric hospital, 
known for it* programs in psychiatric 
treatment, renearch, education and com- 
munity service.) 


If the Mating arrangement on public 


transportation vehicles were changed, 
more people would stop driving their 
cars and start using public trans- 
portation. 


Two researchers who have studied 


public transportation riders said in a re- 
cent Roche Report that many people turn 
to automobiles because they are psy- 
chologically uncomfortable riding on a 
public conveyance. 


"The close proximity of strangers rid- 


ing on a bus," explained Robert Lepper 
of Carnegie Mellon University and Rob- 
ert K. Moorhead of the Rensselear Re- 
search Corporation, "may seem to 
threaten an invasion of the person or loss 
of dignity. 


"Even eye contact between people sit- 


ting on opposite sides of a bus makes 
s o m e people uncomfortable psy- 
chologically," they said. "Thus many 
people use automobiles to escape the 
psychological stresses of mass transit 
and contributing to traffic jams." 


"Their research indicates other rea- 


sons people turn away from mass tran- 
sit. "Elbows of other passengers, shop- 
ping bags, brief cases, newspapers, wet 
or soiled clothing and body odor are 
among them. Sprawlers, sleepers, drunk- 
ards, oglers and babies were also cited 
as causes of distress." 


ACCORDING TO the two researchers 


Irrational prejudice is also a factor in 
many people's choice to leave public 
transportation. 


"The passenger must try to maintain 


his composure and face even though 
those around him do not abide by the 
rules of manner and control he believes 
In. Since there are different codes for dif- 
ferent classes, " the researchers believe 
"it is predictable that the more differ- 
ences there are among passengers the 
more chance for Indignity to the riders. 


"One finds a very pervasive differ- 


ence," they note, "between middle and 
lower class males in American society. 


Those who work without a tie ... and 


persons who can afford to touch and be 
touched . . . need not maintain a tight 
orientation to public social situations, So 
urban mass transit invites rejection by 
one social class of the behavior of anoth- 
er. In other words, why ride public tran- 
sit if one can afford private con- 
veyance?" 


The two men propose reducing psy- 


chological stress in mass transit by 
changing seats so that they are on an 
angle facing the aisle. Present crosswise 
seats "almost force contact with seat- 
mates. The angled seats would not only 
provide more room for the individual ri- 
der but would also reduce confrontation 
to one sitter and one standee." 


If Lepper and Moorhead are correct 


the seat changes on public transportation 
could mean fewer traffic jams, less auto 
pollution and many more happy riders. 


MSB Approves Financing 
For New Flood Basin 


The Metropolitan Sanitary District 


(MSD) has approved 'financing for a 14- 
acre dry detention basin between Central 
and Kirchoff roads which engineers say 
should help to alleviate flooding in 
southwest Arlington Heights and parts of 
Rolling Meadows. 


The $1.3 million project is the largest 


flood basin to be funded in the area. It is 
designed to aid residents living in the 
Weller Creek floodplain, which runs 
through Rolling Meadows, Arlington 
Heights, 
Mount Prospect 
and

Plaines. 


Allen Sander, village engineer for Ar- 


lington Heights, said MSD has agreed to 
put up $625,000 to cover the cost of the 
basin itself and various outlet sewers. 


He said that Arlington Heights has con- 


tributed nearly half a million dollars to 
the project includng the cost of buying 
the land and paying for the engineering 
of the basin, 


Sander said the Arlington Heights 


Park District will develop the basin site, 
which will be dry throughout most of the 
year, for recreational use.

would take about nine months to finish 
the project. 


THE SITE HAS already been partially 


excavated by road contractors who were 
'permitted by the village to dig out some 
of the land, at their own expense, for use 
on various road building projects. 


Although the 14-acre site lies west of 


Arlington Heights' municipal boundary, 
it does fall within the jurisdiction of the 
Arlington Heights Park District, Sander 
said. 


Thomas Thornton, director of, parks 


and recreation for the Arlington Heights 
Park District, said preliminary plans for 
the site call for a number of baseball 
diamonds, play fields and a winter ice 
skating rink. 


He said the basin could be surrounded 


with a small berm which could be used 
as a sledding hill. There are no plans for 
paving any land around the basin, Thorn- 
ton said.

Nurse Shuns 
The Image 
Of Medic 


by BETSY BROOKER 


You can't pick out the school nurse at 


Harper College unless you've met her 
first. 


Liz McKay has thrown away her white 


uniform, along with the austerity tra- 
ditionally associated with her job. 


Mrs, McKay doesn't even like to think 


of herself as a "school nurse." She says 
she is a nurse, a counselor and a public 
relations officer all rolled into one. 


The days of the "pill pusher" confined 


to a sterile white office are gone, said 
Mrs. McKay. 


She dons colorful pantsuits for work, 


sits behind a desk crowded with potted 
plants, figurines and photographs and 
spends a portion of each day on campus 
talking to faculty and students. 


Public relations is a major responsi- 


bility of the school nurse, second only to 
health education, sf.ys Mrs. McKay. 
"You 
can't help anyone if no one will 


come into your office." 


Mrs. McKay has done everything short 


of throwing a welcome mat in front of 
her door to draw people into the college 
health center. She gives a five-minute 
briefing on the center at orientation 
meetings, publicizes notices in college 
publications, holds special health semi- 
nars and attends staff and student 
meetings. 


A BUBBLY, vivacious redhead with 


dimples, the nurse is her own best at- 
traction. Walking through the college 
halls, she greets students by name, stops 
and chats a minute, and then turns and 
smiles at a passing faculty member. 


Mrs. McKay would like to spend more 


time outside the office, mixing with the 
college community, but her professional. 
duties require her to stay close to her 
office, 


"I have to ask myself, 'Should I be in 


the office when the phone rings with an 
emergency or should I be in the student 
lounge?' " 


Mrs. McKay's caution, however, is 


rarely brought to task. "I've never had a 
life-threatening emergency in the col- 
lego. The worst accidents are usually 
bones broken in athletic events. I've been 
pretty lucky." 


Most of the health complaints 
the 


nurse receives are minor ones that can 
be cured with non-prescription drugs. 
Yet, sometimes when a student asks for 
aspirin he is only working up courage to 
talk about a more serious problem. 


"A student may not tell me what is 


really bothering him until just before he 
leaves my office," said Mrs. McKay. 
"The biggest concern of students today is 
sex with all of its ramifications, ranging 
from birth control to venereal disease." 


"The students don't want to talk about 


the morality of sex. They want to know 
about their own physiology and they 
want to know where to get the Pill. I 
refer them to family planning centers or 
to their own private physician." 


TO OVERCOME the students' embar- 


rassment, the nurse reassures them that 
everything they tell her will be con- 
fidential. Any student 18 years or older 
has a legal right to this confidentiality. 


In addition, Mrs. McKay tries to treat 


each student as an individual — joking 
with him or being serious, depending on 
tin: student's needs. She is adamant 
about avoiding the subservient role so of- 
ten inflicfed on patients. 


Second to sex, the students' concern 


turns to tliclr personal health. The stress 
on a student working "10 hours a week, 
going to school full time and maintaining 
a social life — shows up in headaches 
and hyperacidtc stomachs, according to 
the nurse. She gives them medication to 
relieve the symptoms. And if the prob- 
lem persists, she counsels them for the 
cause and refers them to a doctor. 


Backing her counseling services, Mrs. 


McKay has credits in counseling tacked 
onto her master's degree in health edu- 
cation. She is not a full fledged coun- 
selor, but takes a team approach with 
the college counseling staff to solve 
health-related psychological problems. 


The nurse's efforts to make her ser- 


vices more accessible appear to be work- 
ing. In the two and a half years that she 
has directed the health center, attend- 
ance has increased fivefold. She aver- 
ages about 500 patients a month now. 
Part of the increase is due to the jump in 
enrollment but she likes to think it is also 
due to good service. 


But Mrs, McKay's accomplishments 


have not ended the struggle. She says, 
"it is a never ending job to get across 
the message. Just as soon as I have suc- 
ceeded, a new class of students comes 
irtl" the college."

The dividends are ordinarily paid on 


the anniversary dates of individual pol- 
icies during the course of the whole year, 
but payment in 1972 will be accelerated 
so all dividends will be paid in the first 
six months.' 


Administrator of Veterans Affairs Don- 


ald E. Johnson also announced that in- 
terest rates on dividends left on credit 
or deposit with the agency were in- 
creased effective January 1. 


JOHNSON NOTED that 3.9 million 


holders o/. World War II National .Service 
Life Insurance (NSLI) policies will get a 
total of $265 million, averaging $68 per 
policy. 


Another 155,000 veterans with World 


War I United States Government Life In- 
surance (USGLI) policies can expect $21 
million in dividends averaging $135 per 


policy. All veterans due dividends should 
have them by about April 15, he said. 


The VA chief pointed out that 1972 pay- 


ments will mark the fifth consecutive 
year "that dividends on NSLI policies 
have been increased. He also observed 
that USGLI policyholders will receive the 


. largest regular dividends since 1953. 


Dividends result from increased inter- 


est earnings in NSLI and USGLI trust 
funds. He stressed that veterans need not 
contact VA to receive the dividends, 
since they will be paid automatically. 


Interest paid veterans on dividends left 


with the agency was increased effective 
Jan. 1 from 4.25 to 4.5 per cent on NSLI 
dividends,-and from four to 0.25 per cent 
on USGLI dividends, he said. 


He noted that the dividends left on 


credit in NSLI and USGLI trust funds 
are used to pay delinquent premiums, if 
any, to prevent lapse of policy. 


Exceptions are made, he pointed out, 


where veterans have requested in writ- 
ing that their dividends be paid in cash, 
or have elected some other option.

Many Want Public Transit 


Some 67,2 per cent of the respondents 


to a Mount Prospect Chamber of Com- 
merce survey have indicated they would 
use mass transportation if it were pro- 
vided in that village. 


Results of the survey, made last sum- 


mer, 
were released Monday after being 


held for over a month. 


The survey was conducted with the co- 


operation of Harper College and re- 
sponses were taken from some 600 house- 
holds in the village, about 2.6 per cent 
of the total households. 


Only 29,5 per cent said they would 


have no need for public transportation. 


The most likely riders for a Mount 


Prospect bus system, according to the 
survey, would be mothers at 26 per cent, 
children at 23.0 per cent and both moth- 
ers and children at 22 per cent. 


Also indicated in the results was that 


such a service would be used 54 per cent 
for shopping. 12,7 per cent for working 
and shopping and G.6 per cent just for 
work. The most desirable destinations 


were 55 per cent for the Chicago and 
North Western Rwy. station, 80 per cent 
for Randhurst Shopping Center, 58.6 per 
cent for downtown Mount Prospect, 38 
per cent for Lions Park and 22 per cent 
for Wille Inc. 


FOUTY PER CENT said they would 


like the service .only on weekdays, with 
20.1 per cent wanting it every day. Some 
24.6 per cent wanted the service from 
one to three days a week. Preference 
was also for an all-day service lasting to 
either early or late evening. Most wanted 
a bus to run at least every hour, al- 
though there was also strong support for 
having it run every half hour. 


Special discount rates for senior citi- 


zens and children were approved by 90 
per cent of the sample, with 86 per cent 
of those feeling half fare would be rea- 
sonable. 


Other1 things desired by respondents 


were transportation to adjacent commu- 
nities and to Harper College. 


She added that she believes the cam- 


paign will be fairly clear cut because 
"people know what I stand for and know 
whether they agree with me or not." 


Mrs. Cummins is director of commu- 


nity and public relations for Elk Grove 
Township Elementary Dist. 59. She has a 
21-year-old daughter and an eight-year- 
old son.
